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NO MORE ARMED PEACE. 

“Deliver us trom another armed peace” is the 
message that James Bryce sends to the American 
people through President Butler of Columbia Uni- 
versity. This is not the casual sentiment of an 
emotional pacificist, but the profound opinion 
ol @ profound statesman and historian. 

Whatever the immediate causes of this war, the 
conflict is the inevitable result of the theory of 
armed peace that was costing the nations nearly 
$3,000,000,000 a year to maintain. That burden 
could not be carried indefinitely, and when the 
break came the whole world was drawn either di- 
rectly or indirectly into the catastrophe, 

If at the end of this war the nations return to 
the condition of armed peace that previously pre- 
vailed, another war of similar character and con- 


sequences ig ag inevitable as the rising of the/ 


eun. There can be no final settlement of the 
issues that are now before the court of cannon 
which does not decide that every peasant, avery 
workman, every artisan is not to be sentenced 
to a form of penal servitude which condemns him 
to carry a soldier on his back for the length of his 
natural Hfe. 

This. is not to say that the nations are going 
to disarm compleiely, but it is to say that this 
former doctrine of armed peace cannot again be 
imposed upon mankind without inviting a repeti- 
tiom of the world tragedy that now shock’ and 
rocks civilization. Hven had it been possible to 
escape ‘var, the competition of armaments under 
an armed peace would soon have left the nations 
bankruyt and the peoples in a state of revolution. 

The peace that does not settle this stupendous 
question is not a peace. It is only a truce. 
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A WOMAN’S LOGIO. 

Mrs. Medill McOormick, chairman of the Con- 
gressional Committee of the National Woman 
Suffrage Association, calls attention to the fact 
that “of the 204 votes against the woman suffrage 
resolution, 72 were cast by Representatives who 
had voted for the national prohibition amend- 
ment.” 

Mrs. McCormick wishes to be informed, by any 
of the 72, why “state’s rights” would be violated’ 
by a national suffrage amendment, but not by 
a national prohibition amendment. 

Wée think the lady is fairly entitled to her an- 
swer—but are any of the inconsistent gentlemen 
reckless enough to attempt making one? 
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OCONSTITUTIONAL CONFISCATION. 

West Virginia brewers are probably wasting 
time and money trying to induce West Virginia’s 
Legislature to pay them $300,000 for property 
made valueless when that State adopted prohibi- 
tion. 

Confiscation of property used in making and 
selling beer may be immoral, but the United 
States Supreme Court has ruled that it is con- 
stitutional. 

Some prohibitionists have urged the duty of the 
state to pay for the property so confiscated, just 
as Abraham Lincoln urged payment for the 
South’s slaves when it was proposed to confis- 
cate their owners’ property interest in them. But 
the advocates of compensation in both these 
cases have appeared to be only. a small minority. 

It is not yet too late for American brewers 
to check the demand for confiscation of their 
business. They can do it, we believe, by ceasing 
to employ professional politicians to defend them, 
going instead directly to the people with their 
piea in self-defense; by obeying strictly all regu- 
latory laws and ordinances; by ceasing to try 
to monopolize every part of the business; by di- 
vorcing the trade in their light drinks from the 


traffic in strong liquors. 
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THE MYTH OF THE BURNED WITCHES. 

Paying its respects to the “New England con- 
science” as ‘a ghost that will not down,” the New 
York Herald revives a myth that will not down 
when it says, “At such wholesome sport as witch 
burning the New England conscience was never 
known to shy.” 

When and where in New England were witches 
ever burned? A score of persons were hanged in 
connection with the Salem witchcraft delusion, but 
none was burned. 
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BRINGING BACK THE TREBS. 

Twenty-five states have active Forest Depart- 
ments. Most of them employ professional forest- 
ers. Twenty have forest fire protective systems. 
Fourteen have established state forests. Five 
have undertaken to adjust public taxation to en- 
courage the planting and preservation of forests. 

The planter of seedlings is now following in 
the trail of the ploneer whose ax laid low most 
of the mighty forests that once clothed scores 
of millions of acres when the republic was young 
—acres now either in cultivated fields or waste 
areas spotted with rotting tree stumps. 

The work of the states in this field is beginning 
in’a small way: the sum of all of their appropria- 
tions for it each year is onl} $1,350,000, and for 
actual reforestation only $70,750. The significant 
fact is that the cure for reckless waste has begun 
in so many states. Neither Missouri, Arkansas, 
Oklahoma nor Texas has done anything as yet. 

Human energy thus far in this country has been 


expended chiefly in cashing in its natural re-} 


sources, without much effort' to conserve the 
sources of supply. During the next generation, 
we believe, Americans will pay far more atten- 
tion to their duty to replenish these supplies, and 
spend a great deal of money doing it. Here is 
an inviting field for young men of tatent—a ris- 
ing market for trained men.

This bill, or one covering these two essentials, 
should be passed at once. Immediate action for an 
American merchant marine is the very first duty 
of Congress today. 

_{RUSTS OPPOSING BILL.

They do 
not object to subsidies; the ship builders and the 
shipping monopoly would both be delighted by a

Elections of new provis- 
ional Presidents have ceased to mean anything.

It is now simply a question of which side can 
whip the other. Elections of provisional Presi- 
dents, issuances of decrees and the exercise of 
other civil functions sound well enough, but they 
are mere byplays. They settle nothing. The rul- 
ing power in Mexico is the gun.’ 


A HOPELESS TANGLE.

their living ‘are also maintained by 
the commission. 

Besides these enterprises the com- 
mittee is running an employment 
agency for the benefit of 5,300,Q00 
Belgian and French refugees and dis- 
tributing individual rélief in all cases 
that are not provided for by the reg- 
ular Government allowance, 

The commission presided over by 
Monsieur Paul Appell, dean of the 
Factilty of Sciences, and of which 
Monsieur Poincare is honorary presi- 
dent, is composed of leading men 
from all departments of life, includ- 
ing archbishops, politicians, educa- 
tors, professional men and labor lead- 
ers. 

Women Dangerous Spies. 

So numerous have daring German 
spies become that the French Govern- 
ment has found it necessary to organ- 
ize a special service to guard against 
them. Women are playing an increas- 
ingly prominent part in the spying sys- 
tem and arrests, especially of Germans 
working as domestics in prominent fam- 
ilies and the homes of military officers, 
have been reported. Want advertise- 
ments in French papers even have been 
resorted to in recruiting spies and 
French military uniforms have been 
sent to Germans in Switzerland. 

The Germans, ft has been found, have 
succeeded in seizing many military pass- 
port books from Belgian soldiers and 
reservists, which then are given to Gers 
man spies whose description agree in 
reasonable measure with the printed 
descriptions in the books and who can 
speak Flemish. The men are sent to 
France by way of England. 


The Germans also are said to scru- 
tinize carefully the military books of 
the French prisoners of war, which 
contain occasionally the records of past 
misdemeanors—desertion in time § of 
peace and similar misdeeds. Such sol- 
diers then are singled out for special 
attention, are treated with the utmost 
consideration and, if they prove sus- 
ceptible, are asked to serve the Ger- 
man secret service. 

The military authorities of both 
France and Belgium are making a thor- 
ough census of all the refugees, sol- 
diers.and civilians, in order to detect 
imposters wherever possible. 

Railway Employes Are Heroes. 


In. recognition of the loyalty and 
faithfulness of the railroad employes 
of France, who participated in the 
strike of 1910, and many of whom lost 
their positions because of their activ- 
ities, the Government..and the com- 
panies have consented to the rein- 
statement of the last of the strike 
leaders. 

The part the railway men have 
played in the war includes many acts 
of heroism and bravery. Fully 80,000 
of them are known to be incorporated 
in the army; an equal number are 
thought to be prisoners of war at 
present, and the railroad employes 
have contributed 700,000 of the 8,000,- 
000 francs that have been raised by 
the National Relief Committee. 


Many orf the station agents have 
been shot, according to Treasurer 
Maréel Dubois of the National Feder- 
ation of Railroad Employes, but thelz 
names are withheld until details and 
verification of reports have been re- 
ceived; many of the leaders have been 
killed and others are thought to be 
among the buried “unknown dead.” 

Among the stories of the devotion 
of the employes is that of the station 
agent at Fives-Lille, who attemptea 
to unbolt the rails so as to wreck a 
German armored train, but, when 
halted by an officer with a revolver, 
switched the train onto a track lead- 
ing to Mont-de-Terre, near Lille, 
where the Germans were mét by the 
fire of a battalion of Alpine Chas-. 
seurs. 

Again, at Saint-Die, where the Ger- 
mans had been in possession for only 
a few hours, the signalman, knowing 
that'a train loaded with.French sol- 
diers and officers was approaching, 
turned the danger signal and ran up 
the track to warn the engineer to 
reverse his levers. The employe’s loy- 
alty cost him his life but his action 
saved the French force, for the train 
was stopped in time so that the sol- 
diers were not delivered into. the 
hands of their opponents. 

To repay the fate that befell the 
occupants of the armored train, the 
Germans stuffed .the fire box of a 
locomotive, attached a weight to the 
safety valve, and sent the _ engine, 
without a pilot, toward the Lille rail- 
road station. The coolness of a 
switchman again averted a disaster 
for, at the risk of his life, he switched 
the locomotive onto another track 
and ran it into a bumper, where it 
turned over into a ditch and ex- 
ploded harmlessly. 

The French estimate that 6000 rail- 
road men were taken prisoners at 
Lille, 2000 at Lens, 1200 at Amiens, 
2500 at Rubaix, and 3000 at Valenci- 
ennes. It is reported that such men, 
when taken prisoners, are being 
forced to work upon the supplement- 
ary fortifications of the Rhine by the 
Germans if they refuse to be forced 
into railroad service in Germany.’ 

PETROGRAD, Jan. 5.—The train stood 
on a railway siding, light green and 
mysterious, steaming like a kettle on 
the boil. Soldiers buzzed around, and 
in or out of it. They looked at it 
with wonder, with reverent affection 
in their gaze. 


There was a difference between those 
who came oat and those who went in. 
They went in grimy, seamed with the 
squalor of campaigning.

ALFRED HERTZ RESIGNS AS 
METROPOLITAN'S CONDUCTOR 


Alfred Hertz, the famous conductor 
of German operas produced at the Met- 
ropolitan Opera House in New York 
City during the past 13 years, resigned 
his position this past week. He will 
be succeeded by Arthur Brodansky, who 
has conducted performances of “Parsi. 
fal’ and other Wagnerian operas in 
London of recent years. 

In a letter to Otto Kahn, chairman of 
the Metropolitan Opera Company, Con- 
ductor Hertz avows his determination to 
rest for at least a year, saying that he 
now is 42 years old, ‘“‘a period of life 
when a man ought, if his affairs permit, 
to take stock ot his past career and 
map out his future.”” Replying to this 
letter, Otto Kahn expresses the warm- 
est appreciation of Hertz’s services to] 
the cause of German opera in this 
country.

Newfoundland Industry.

The annual catch of hair seals in New- 


foundiand waters is about 300,000. The 


asking are not werth much more than $2 
at present prices, whereas a Pacific seal 
is worth seven or eight times that 
amount: Hence, the Newfoundland seal- 
ing industry has been maintained as a 
paying one chiefly because‘of the very 
large scale on which it ie prosecuted and 
the fact that all the fat adhering to 
the skins is converted into oil, and is 
in demand as a substitute for olive oil, 
as a basis for soups, etc. » 

The first result of the proposal to 
utilize these skins for military pur- 
poses will likely be a substantial in- 
crease in the industry. The skins vary 
in size and quality from the soft and 
glove-like texture of the pelts of the 
young seals to the thick, leathery mate- 
rials which the old ones provide. Hun- 
dreds are used by the Eskimos along 
the Labrador coast to be made into 
boots, the very finest quality of foot 
gear for ice and snow. Proviston is 
now being madé to supply the New- 
foundiand regiment of 1000 men, at pres- 


ent in garrison at Fort George, Inver-/|} 


hess, Scotland, with these boots. The 
skins are also used by the Eekimos and 
the white residents of Labrador for 
outer garments, and for a variety of 
purposes In connection with their homes, 
their dog sleds and their kyaks or boats. 
' They are converted into coats and 
‘Caps by the fishermen of Newfound- 
land, and when artistically treated 
they form attractive coats and toques 


for the ladies, the natural colors being 


preserved, instead of the skins being 
dyed black, as is the case with the fur 
seal, and as is very frequently the case 
when the sealskins are used commer- 
cially. 

These Newfoundland sealskins have 
been used in Canada very extensively 
for ornamental caps and gloves for the 
police and military. They have

A campaign to reduce the cost of liv- 
ing in St. Louis by bringing closer to- 
gether the farmer, truck gardener and 
consumer, under a reorganized city mar- 
ket system, was outlined by the Mar- 
kets Committee of the Civic League yes- 
terday in bills presented to Director of 
Public Welfare Tolkacz. 

The bills propose the creation of a 


fi market master, to have charge of all 


public markets, and the establishment 
of street stands at various points for 
farmers. 

One of the three bills provides that 
the pound shall be the standard of 
measure for eggs, fruits and vegetables 
that are not commonly sold by the 
bunch. The committee also advocated 
& bond issue of $600,000 for the recon- 
struction of Union, Biddle, Soulard and 
South Markets, whenever the city again 
submits a bond issue to public vote. 

Truck Gardening Not Developed. 

Hanford Crawford, chairman of the 
Markets Committee of the League, ob- 
tained the co-operation of G. V. Branch 
of the United States Bureau of Markets 
at Washington, in investigating local 
conditions, 

Many of the conclusions’ reached by 
the committee are based on findings of 
Branch, who inspected the local markets 
last March. Branch reported that truck 
gardening has not been developed to 
any extent by the railroads and inter- 
urban lines at St. Louis, and that ex- 
— public markets need overhaul- 
ng. 

Branch advised that the city encourage 


circulate: widely a reliable market quo- 
tation sheet, giving both wholesale and 
retail, prices. 

In 1913 the City Council, through a com- 
mittee headed by Dr. E. F. Randall, in- 
vestigated markets and cold storage 
establishments,’ recommending bills to 
limit the storage’ of eggs, butter and pro- 
duce to short periods, both ad a health 
measure and to prevent control of prices. 
This committee also reported that the 
Terminal Railroad Association had 
bought up the old stockyards and forced 
that industry across the river, with a 
result that two unnecessary freight 
charges are imposed on meat consumed 
in St. Louis that is shipped from west of 
the Mississippi River. It recommended 
the creation of municipal stockyards and 
abbatoirs to relieve this condition. 

Two New Markets to Open. 

Two new market places will be opened 
next spring on the’ lot between West 
‘Pine boulevard and Laclede avenue, 
Vandeventer avenue and Sarah street. 
Both are commercial enterprises and 
will accommodate wholesale and retail 
trade. The Civic League committee re- 
ported recently that these markets will 
help to relieve present unsatisfactory 
conditions. 

The Civic League committee considers 
the most essential step to be the crea- 
tion of a market master under the 
Health Commissioner, who will be in a 
position ‘to devote all his attention to 
market problems. The public markets 
are now in charge of the Comptroller, 
who assesses and collects rents from 
them. 

If the proposed bills meet Tolkacz’s ap- 
proval the league committee will have 
them introduced in the Municipal As- 
sembly and will work for their enact- 
ment before the end of the fiscal year, in 
April. 


NEGRO GETS | CENT DAMAGES 
FROM MISSOURI BUSINESS MEN 


He Alleged He Was Taken From 
Shelbina by Seven Men and 
Strung Up. 

FAYETTE, Mo., Jan. 23.—A Howard 
County jury gave a verdict at noon to- 


day giving damages of 1 cent to Bud 
Davis, the Shelby County negro, who 


sued seven prominent business men of 


Shelbina, Mo., for $7600. The case came 
here on a@ change of venue. 


The defendants were Ernest Jewett, 
editor of the Shelbina Democrat; John 
Jewett, a hadware dealers; Fletcher Af- 
flick, son of Sheriff Afflick; E. J. Col- 
bourn, past editor of the Shelbina 
Torchlight; Robert White, dairyman; 
T:obert Spaulding, furniture dealer, and 
Otis Bee, a real estate man. Davis 
asked $2500 actual and $5000 punitive 
damages for an alleged attack upon 
him April 19, 1914, when, according to 
his petition, he was taken from Shel- 
bina in an automobile to a lonely place 
a half-mile away, where he was “hanged 
and trounced.’’ He says his nervous 
syatem was shattered. He was taken by 
the game men 16 miles from Shelbina 
ond told not to return, he alleged. The 
incident Was alleged to have followed a 
fire ahd smashing of windows in the 
block where all the defendants do busi- 
ness.

ESTEEMED NEXT TO KING 


Latter, a Practical Man With 
Picked Aides, Tells Details 
of Great Enterprise. 


By HENRY M. HALL, 

A Staff Correspondent of the Post- | 
Dispatch and New York World. 
LONDON, Jan. 12.—Take every living 
soul in New York and Philadelphia— 
some ~- 7,000,000 of human beings—and 
scatter them over a wartorn country 
as big as Belgium. Remove every ounce 
of cereal food supplies from the land, 
leaving only a scanty stock of meat 
and vegetables. It is a full-size man’s 
job to feed those people and keep them 


trom actually starving to death. This | 


job has been done in the case of Bel- 
gium by Americans, and {ft has been 
done in a way to make every American 
proud. 

Brand Whitlock and Herbert Hoover 
are the twe men who are doing. the 
work, and their names have sunk deep 
inte the hearts of the poor Belgians. 
Next to King Albert they are the na- 
tional heroes of Belgium today. In 
Brussels, Whitlock stands as some god- 
sent apostle of humanity to protect the 
weak against the strong. He has done 
it in a way that has turned hatred into 
admiration and has taught men who 
looked upon compassion as the only sin 
that there was nothing maudlin about 
his two-fisted Americanism and that 
whether there was a Belginm Govern- 
ment in Belgium or not, women and 
chfldren should net starve te death so 
long as he represented the people of the 
United States. 

Hoover is a man of a very different 
type. He is a mining man who knows 
all about transportation and can hold 
his ewn with the best when it comes 
to making a big deal. Any Bt. Louis- 
an would pick him out for a “good 
sport,” and even a professional gam- 
bler would hestitate about getting 
info a poker game with him. In man- 
ner he is just like Gates; he is ex- 
actly the same sort of citizen. He 
has put the fear of the Lord into the 
heart of every regular charity worker 
or true philanthropist that has tried 
+o help him. He will have none ot 
them, but he has a picked lot ef big 
pusiness men—about 280 in all—and 
they are doing the work, 


Hoever’s Charity Trust. 

Every man on that committee is a 
$25,000-a-year man; that is the stand. 
ard Hoover set for those who offered 
their services, If they couldn’t make 
$25,000 a year for themselves he was 
grateful for their offer, but they 
could not. be ef use. As a result he 
nas men from the Steel Trust, the To- 
bacco Trust and Oil Trust—al)] kinds 
of trusts, and he has organized the 


biggest Charity Trust in the world. 


This is what he told me about this 
work himself: 

“There are today betweeh 6,000,000 
and 1,000,000 people left in Belgium 
and there is no bread except what is 
imported by the Commission for the 
Relief of Belgium. The normal con- 
sumption of cereal foods was about 
270,000 tons a month, of which 20,000 
were imported by Belgium as an in- 
dustrial country, paying for her food 
supplies with the results of her la- 
bor. There had been no imports since 
Aug. 15, and when this Commission 
was formed in October the German 
army and the Belgian population had 
consumed all existing stores. We 
were face to face with a veritable 
democracy of famine. Our first prob- 
lem was to find out the minimum 


need and it was calculated that if -a; 


ration of 300 grammes of bread a day, 
or less than one-third that allowed to 
an ordinary soldier, was provided the 
inhabitants could keep soul and body 
together. 

“This meant 8,000 tons of cereals a 


‘month till the end of February, when the 


meat and vegetable supply would. also 
give out, and this is the way it looked 
from a business point of view: 

“Eighty thousand tons of cereal are 
worth roundly $5,000,000 and transporta- 
tion would cost another $1,200,000, so it 
was up to us to get that amount in 
foodstuffs, either through gifts in kind 
or money to buy it, and to provide the 
transportation and set up the machinery 
for distribution. 

“We have got it to this point today. If 
& farmer in Iowa wants to give the 
starving Belgians a sack of wheat ai! 
he has to do is to deliver to the near- 
est railroad station addressed to us, It 
is put on board our ships and landed in 
Felgium, ground into flour and given to 
a baker, who makes it into loaves of 
the prescribed weight and distributes it 
to a fixed list of people, some of whom 
get it free, others at cost. We don’t 
want any money, we want foodstuffs, 
ond we are good enough business men to 
run this business so as to make those 
who can afford to pay meet the actual 
cost of distribution. 

Whitiock Heads Committee. 

“The actual work of distribution is 
done by the Belgian branch of the com- 
mission. It is called the Comite WNa- 
tionale de Secours, and its patron, pro- 
tector and most ardent spirit is Brand 
Whitlock, to whom~-the Belgian people 
have a justified and undying affection 
and devotion. 

“We have divided the Belgians into 
three classes: 

“First—The destitute, of whom there 
are nearly one million and a half men, 
women and chfldren. They get their 
meal tickets free, and that entitles 
them to two rations a day at the pub- 
lic canteens. 

“Second—You have the working peo- 
ple, farmers and artisans, who, in a 
country where everyone was thrifty and 
taught to save all, have some small re- 
sources. We make these people pay to

dustrial action and that in taking the 
harbor of Antwerp the German army 
had opened a gateway to the neutral 
world threugh which the Belgians could 
provision themselves and that nothing 
prevented a normal flow of trade and a 
revival of industry in Belgium except 
the British navy. In a word, they placed 
the moral responsibility for the starva- 
tion of the Belgians upon the allies. 

“Then the Germans pointed out that 
the people of Belgium, by their resist- 
ance to the German advance, had very 
seriously discomfited the German plans 
end that their hostility required a con- 
siderable force to occupy and that the 
Belgians even refused to operate the 
public services of their country and 
compelled the Germans to carry on their 
services with soldiers and that in so 
doing the people of Belgium are still 
assisting the allies. Further, the Ger- 
mans state that the German food sup- 
ply is adequate to carry the war to a 
successful conclusion, but that if they 
also have to take on their backs the 
job of feeding 7,000,000 Belgians, their 
stores might be seriously jeopardized 
and that as Germany’s life is at stake, 
so to speak, they do not intend to do it. 

“Now, this is a matter that concerns 
the immediate lives of 7,000,000 human. 
beings, of which 6,000,000 are women and 
children, and while I have my own pri- 
vate opinion as to the merits of the con- 
flict, my first duty was to help feed 
the Belgians. As an American, born of 
a people whose ideals of humanity 
never shone as brightly as tiis day, I 
have this to say: 

“This is no time to be talking about 
whose moral responsibility it 1s to feed 
the Belgians; the thing is to feed them. 
If it is not done and done right along 
the people will starve, violence will 
break out among them and there will 
be frightful loss of life among an inno- 
cent people. Already in certain dis- 
tricts which we have not been able to 
penetrate, attempts have been made by 
the starving population to take Ger- 
man military stores and there has been 
serious loss of life. 

Tribute to the Belgians. 
.“This is a time of intense national 
hatred, and as time goes on hatred be- 
comes more acute. Meanwhile, the Bel- 
gians starve. It is enough for Amer: 
icans that 7,000,000 of brave and inno- 
cent people are in the hoppers ready to 
pass through the two gigantic mill- 
stones. The Belgians are not the people 
who dragged the world into this war 
by the ambition of their soldiers or 
their sailors. They, like our own peo- 


peace, industry and intellect. They have 
fought a brave struggle for liberty and 
I have yet to meet the man in Belgium, 
or the woman either, who regrets at 
least having made the struggle. 

“At this moment, hemmed in by a 
ring of steel, amidst horrors that no 
man can conceive, 1,500,000 starving 
women and children are in the bread 
line—31,000 in Brussels alone are babies 
in arms--and there ts not a household 
in the whole of Belgium that has bread 
to eat except through us. The natural

Mayor and Two Former Execu- 
tives Approve Aim of New 
Philanthropic Organization, 


Letters of indorsement from influential] 
St. Louisans have flooded the offices 
of the St. Louis Union Trust Co. since 
the announcement last week of the for- 
mation of what is known as The St. 


Louis Community Trust. This is an or- 
ganization which undertakes to receive 
gifts and bequests for public philan- 
thropies and combine them inte a gen- 
eral fund, to be expended by a disim- 
terested board in whatever way will do 
the .most good. . 

The Community Trust is modeled Close- 
ly upon the Cleveland Foundation, orig- 
inated by F. H Goff, lawyer and 
financier of Cleveland, O. The plan has 
} Proved to be so popular in that city 
poe within a year, $20,000,000 has been 
intrusted to the foundation. 

Under this arrangement persons who 
wish to give, and particularly to leave 
at death, money for philanthropic pur- 
poses, will be able to entrust it to a. 
body particularly authorized to handle 
the money to the best advantage. No 
bequest will be too large to be hand!ed 
and none too small. Indeed, the ac- 
cumulation of many comparatively small 
bequests will provide an adequate fund 
for whatever may be desired in the 
way of assisting all kinds of charitable 
and educationa!] institutions, promoting 
education or scientific research, Caring 
for the sick, aged and helpless, caring 
for children and improving living and 
working conditions. 

Nonsectarian Management. 

The Union Trust Co. has agreed to 
become trustee of all such donations 
and turn them over to the management 
of the Community Trust. The fund will

15,000 INJURED BY THE 
EARTHQUAKE TAKEN TO ROME 


One Woman Who Saw Seven Children 
Perish About Her Has Gone 
Mad. 

ROME, Jan. 23.—The number of in- 
jured who were brought here from the 
earthquake zone to be cared for has now 
reached. 15,000. Sixty of the wounded 
have been placed in the building given by 
Dr. Bertrand Tipple of Syracuse, N. Y., 
pastor of the American Methodist 
Church here, Dr. Tipple’s wife has re- 
turned from the district and has as- 
sumed direction of this impromptu hos- 

pital. 

A pitiful case which has been brought 
to the notice of the authorities is that 
of Maria Irti, who was extricated after 
seven days’ burial in the ruins of the 
town of Ortucchio, southeast of Avez- 
zano. During that time she saw her 
seven children die around her one by 
one, and her grief over their loss and 
the fact that she was powerless to help 
them has driven her mad. 

Mrs. Irti has to be constantly watched, 
because she springs at others of the 
wounded in the belief that they are 
persecuting her. Her husband is work- 
ing in America and a few days before 
the earthquake she received from him 
300 francs ($600), “which thus far has 
not been recovered. 


Italy Declines to Receive Ala for the 
Earthquake Sufferers. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.—No contribu- 
tions are wanted for the earthquake suf- 
ferers of Italy, according to a statement 
issued by the American Red Cross to- 
day. The Italian Government has posi- 
ively declined to accept aid of any 
kind from outside sources and will en- 
deavor to render assistance through its

The troubles of a caterer who says 
he spent about $6600 in seven months 
for cabaret talent to entertain “sand- 
wich eaters” at Capri Inn, 4818 Del- 


mar boulevard, were related last 
night by Joseph Gonnella, president 
of the Capri Catering Co., against 
which an involuntary petition in 
bankruptcy was filed yesterday. 

Signor Gonnella, quite crestfallen, 
and between his frequent trips to the 
telephone in response to creditors’ 
insistent calls, said ‘‘the bottom” fell 
out of his business iast September, 
notwithstanding he was running a 
high-class cafe and garden in the 
“whitest of the white light, night- 
life district.” 

White Lights for Whole Block. 

Capri Inn, a two-story concrete build- 
ing of Italian design, with a summer 
garden adjoining, was opened June 20. 
Signor Gonnella decided such a building 
chould be the cynosure of all eyes in 
the West End. So, at his own ex- 
nense, he erected gas lamps on high 
‘oncrete posts about every 40 feet on 
‘he south side of Delmar boulevard, 
from Buclid to Bayard avenues. Even 
a rental of $512.60 a month and a charge 
of approximately a cent an hour for 
each of the hundreds of Hghts in his 
cafe did not deter him. It should be the 
one bright spot in St. Louis. 

But last night the Signor was sad. 

Standing at his bar, in the half-light 
before the electric switch was touched, 
he did not seem the genial boniface of 
yore. Leaning against the rail, he told 
he story of the fading of his dreams— 
ow certain creditors had thrown him 
into bankruptcy a few hours before 
without .warning, and how 
listened to the music of the cabaret, 
but “‘went light on the refreshments.” 

He told how he hired 16 cabaret art- 
ists at the outset, believing that many 
people liked music with their meals. 
These artists rendered ragtime selec- 
tions, grand opera arias and heart-throb 
melodies—just as the customers desired. 

The public liked his cabaret, Big- 
nor Geonnella said. In fact, they like 
it so well that many pérsons would 
sit for hours; listening ‘to the high- 
priced entertainers and forgetting to or- 
der anything—to eat—when that was 
the object of the: inn. 

Still. the inn paid expenses unttl 
September. The Signor had many cus- 
tomers who were not averse to break- 
ing wine at $5 per bottle and they 
helped swell the volume of business, 

That all might enjoy his cabaret, 
he installed entertainers on both floors 
of the inn, and in the Holly Garden 
as well, so that no matter where one 
sat, music greeted them. 

Then came the chilly nights of fall. ania} 
Signor Gonnella covered the Holly Gar- 
den with canvas, making it weather 
proof, and [nstalled several gas heaters. 
In one corner he placed a huge refrige- 
rator and gas spits. Here one could se- 
lect his game or fish, and have such 
turned to a savory brown before his 
eyes. 

Thee Came Hard Times. 

Then came hard times. The buyers of 
wine at $5 per bottle were not as numer- 
cus as formerly. Still, people came and 
“istened to the cabaret. 

But among the customers were per- 
sons of slender purse, whose thirst for 
the beauties of life included the cabaret. 
These seemed to prefer sandwiches in 
lieu of table d’hote, and sipped beer in- 
stead of sparkling imported vintages. 

So Signor Gonnella tried to boost busl- 
ness in the good old American manner 
of sending money out efter money. “A 
Night in Florence’’ was staged in the 
Holly Garden, for which high-priced 
singers were engaged. Other feature 
nights were announced. The crowd then 
cemeé in a rush, but alas, “made in 
America’ products scored over those 
from foreign countries. Waiters receives! 
orders for domestic wine at 8 cents a 
dottle. 

But New Year's eve, he said, was 
“the end of the werld” for him. A man 
who gave a\ party for nine paid §$% 
in advance to reserve a table. The 
party arrived at 10 p. m. and stayed 
until 2 a. m. 

“In these four hours they actvaliy 
managed to spend $3.70," said Signor 
Gonnella.

Cost Jobs of the Couple. 


BE. Null, 16 years old, en- 
tered his home at 804 Dock street 
yesterday afternoon with his bride, 
formerly Miss Blanche Bond, 17, on 
their return from a honeymoon, he 


was arrested as a forger by detec- 
tives who had watched the house for 
several days. 

He confessed later to Chief Allen- 
der that in December he cashed four 
checks at as'many St. Louis banks 
for amounts from $26 to $70 and that 
he used the money to buy an engage- 
ment ring, pay a few debts which 
his fiancee owed, and defray the ex- 
penses of their bridal trip to her par- 
ents’ home in West Salem, Il. 

The bride fainted when her husband 
Wwas arrested. On reviving, she drew 
a diamond ring from her finger which 
Null had given to her, and asked the 
detectives to sell it to pay back some 
of the money he had wrongfully ob- 
tained. 

Forged Tenants’ Signatures, 

Null was employed as an office boy 
in the office of the Wright Building 
and forged the signatures of five ten- 
ants in the building. He confessed 
that on Dec. 16 he casheg a check “for 
$20 at the American Trust Co. to 
which he signed the name of Miss 
Maude B. Forrester, a public stenogra- 
pher in the building. 

Next day, he said, he 
check for $60 at the Mercantile Trust 
Co., to which he forged the name of 
William Urian, a tailor... Two days 
later, on Dec. 19, he continuéd, h 
cashed at the Cass Avenue Bank a 
check for $70, to which he forged thé 
name of Henry C. Monsees, a tailor. 
On the same day he cashed at the In- 
ternational Bank a check for $20, to 
which he signed the name.of the.Lor- 
raine Lumber Co. 

All of the checks were made pay- 
able to “Cash,” and at none of the 
banks, the boy said, wes he asked to 
identify himself. Hé endorsed the 
first check as “E. V. Barnes,’’ and the 
third as “B. F. Saturn.” The others 
he said he did not endorse. 

Bank Refuses to Cash Check. 

The Mechanices-American Bank, how- 

ever, refused to cash a $60 check, signed 
with the name of A. D. Hall and made 
payable to “Cash,’’ which Null present- 
ed Dec. 2%. The teller left the cage and 
telephoned Hall, who is manager of the 
}Southern Freight Association. Hal! said 
the check was a forgery. But when 
the teller returned the youth had dis- 
appeared. A description of him was re- 
ported to a detective agency. 
t One of hig duties as office boy, Null 
said, was to deliver ‘monthly bills for 
jrent to tenants of the building. 
Sometimes checks were given to him, 
and- he was thus enabled to learn the 
banks with which the tenants did 
business. From these banks he ob- 
tained blank checks. 


How He Forged Checks. 

His method, he explained, was to 
hold one of the real checks against 
a window pane, place a blank check 
over it, and trace the signature with 
a pen by the light that passed 
through the paper. The copies were 
so excellent that Urian, for one, said 
he could not have told the signature 
from his own, if he had not found, on 
close inspection, that the writing was 
a bit shaky on the initial “W” of his 
first name. 

Null was clever enough also to 
make his handiwork all the more 
plausible by the numbers which he 
wrote on the forged checks. For in- 
stance, the check from which he cop- 
fed Urian’s signature was numbered 
488. The youth allowed for Urian’s 
drawing a few later checks and 
wrote the number ‘495” on the check 
to which he forged Urian’s name. 


Bride and Husband Lose Jobs. 


On Jan. 6, about three weeks after 
he cashed the lasé check, he married 
Miss Bond, Justice Frank Slater of- 
ficiating. She was a telephone op- 
erator in the Plerce Building, and 
was discharged the next day because 
the telephone company employs only 
single girls. Null also lost his job 
the day after the wedding because he 
did not report for work: He had the 
key to the office in his pocket and 
the other employes were locked out 
until a messenger was sent to his 
home to get it. 

When several ef the Wright Bulld- 
ing tenants came to check up their 
bank balances, they discovered the 
forgories, and talk of the matter in 
the building disclosed those who had 
been. ¢qefrauded. They joined forces 
and employed private detectives. 

Suspicion soon centered upon Null. 
His description, that of a pleasant- 
faced youth wearing s cles, tal- 
lied with that report by the Me- 
chanics-American Bank of the boy 
who presented a check forged with 
Hall's name. It was also recalled 
that he had requested some of the 
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ternents to give him blank checks.

A STRICKEN BY 
PIOMAINE POISON 
WILL RECOVER 


Widow, Two Children and Maid 
Become Ill After Eat- 
ing Oysters. 


Mrs. Josephine Stolle, 68 years:old, of 
7il4 Lindell avenue, her sons, Frank and 
Carl, and her maid, Mary BHsselmont, 
who were stricken with ptomaine poison- 
ing yesterday morning, after having eat- 
én oysters the night before, had im- 
proved so much last night that three at- 
tending physicians thought they would 
recover. 

It was necessary for the physicians to 
work six hours with the family before 
restoring them to consciousness. 

Although the oysters had been eaten 
-either at dinner or before bedtime Fri- 
day, none took sick until yesterday 
morning. Miss Esselmont was the first 
stricke§. While Mrs. Stolle and her 
son, Carl, were attempting to treat the 
meld, they, too, fell unconscious. 

Frank Stolle telephoned Dr. John 
Guhman of 4851 Washington boulevard, 
his brother-in-law. He himself was 
stricken a few minutes later. While Dr. 
Guhman hastened to the Stolle residence 
in his automobile, his wife telephoned 
his brother, Charles Guhman, and Dr. 
Ralph Riley and Dr. G. C. Eggers. When 
Dr. Guhman arrived at the Btolle home 
he found the four unconscious on the 
floor. 

The physicians called neighbors and a 
milk wagon driver to assist them In 
treating the stricken persons. As soon 
as Mrs. Stolle was revived she inquired 
ratout the maid, who had been in her 
home many years. She directed a phy- 
sician and a nurse to treat the maid. 

Frank Stolle was the first to arise 
‘rom bed, putting on his clothes about 
1 p.m. The others were in a serious 
condition until 5 p. m. 

William Stolle, an elder son, who op- 
erates a stone quarry at Falling Springs, 
Til, did not eat any of the oysters. 

Mrs. Stolle is the widow of Caspar 
Stelle, who was a director in the Ger- 
muan-American Bank, and formerly op- 
erated a stand in the Biddle Market. 
Stolle’s Hall, which he erected at Four- 
teenth and Biddle streets, was a. famous 
dancing hall half a generation ago, and 
is one of the landmarks of that sec- 
\tion of the city. /

German Ships and Sail 
Them on Any Sea. 


HARLES NAGEL, former Secre- 
& tary. of Commerce and Labor, 

speaking last night in Sheldon 
Memorial on “‘Germany and the World 
War,’ summarized quéstions affecting 
the United States by saying: 

“If we have the right to sell dmmu- 
nition to England, we have the right. to 
buy ships from Germany.”’ 

The address was- delivered under the 
auspices of the Deutsche Geselischatt 
(German Society) of St. Lovis, of whicb 
Prof. Otto Heller of Washingtén Uni- 
versity, is president. Fred W. Lehmann, 
former Solicitor-Genera), presided, and 
the auditorium, which seats 500 persons, 
was filled. 

Objects to German-American Terms. 

In opening his address, Nagel said the} 
terms German-American, Irish-Ameriosu 
and the like, should not be heard in 
this country. He combatéd the state- 
ment, which he said an ‘eminent an- 
thority’’ had made, that the war does 
not concern this country, and said Amer- 
ican citizens were in duty bour@ to seek 
the truth, and had a right to express 
their convictions in regard to the war. 

“It has been urged,” he said, “that 
the United States ought not to permit 
the sale of arms and ammunition to 
belligerents, because one side is in 
a positon to prevent delivery of arms 
to the other. I cannot follow that ar- 
gument. There is nothing in treaties 
or international law to prevent our 
selling arms to any nation which cam 
obtain them and ean pay for them. 
The choice is not ours. We are will- 
ing to sell to any, and the circum 
stance that one can prevent us from 


international law. As a right, our 
manufacturers may sell to whom they 
please. If they can’t deliver, that is 
their misfortune and the misfortune 
of another country. 

‘Tt is not a question of justice to Ger- 
many, but of self-respect to the United 
States. The question is, are we willing, 
in view of our efforts for peace, to con- 
tribute to the carrying on of war? 

Talks on Shipping Ftll. 

‘‘We have adopted a congressional res- 

olution empowering the President to 
prevent the export of arms to nations 
on this Continent, and the power has 
been used. If we are solicitous about 
peace on other continents, what is to 
prevent us from extending the scope of 
that resolution? 
/“We have now pending a shipping 
bill, and the question has been raised 
whether we have the right to buy mer- 
chantmen interned in our harbors. It 
is argued that we might give offense 
to another belligerent, by buying Ger- 
man ships. I cannot follow that argu- 
ment. If we have the right to sell am- 
munition to England we have the right 
to buy ships from Germany. 

“It hag been officially stated that 
there will be no objection to our pur- 
chasing the German ships, if they 
are to engage in South American 
trade only. I do net follow that, 
either. We have the right to bay 
the ships, or we have not the right. 
It is net for any foreign country to 
say where we will carry on eur com- 
merce. 

List  f Contraband UWxtended. 

“The list of contraband has been ex- 
tended in a manner not based on any 
international law, or even on the declar- 
ation of London, of 1908, and this ex- 
tension has been made on the avowed 
ground that the necessities of the case 
compelled Great Britain to resort to this 
measure. 

“l have heard it said, since this war 
began, that necessity does not afford an 
excuse. I fail to see why that argu- 
ment is good one way and not another. 
We have a right to insist that the con- 
traband list should be as it was be- 
fore the war began. While it should 
not be our policy to take advantage 
of cthers’ misfortunes, we have a right 
to sell, in legitimate manner, goods 
which are not classed under interna- 
tional law as contraband."’ 

International Law Being Made. 

“International law is now being made. 
A ship has been purchased by an Ameri- 
can from a German owner,’’ he said, re- 
ferring to the Dacia. “This Gov- 
ernment has decided that the purchase 
is proper and ogrrect. The cargo, by ev- 
ery rule of irternational law, is not 
contraband, and by Great Britain’s ad- 
mission, the ship has the right to sail 
and carry its cargo to German ports.

“We 
have the right to remember Lincoln, 
Seward and Sumner, and the seizure and 
the later yielding up, at Great Brit- 
ain’s demand, of Mason and Slidell, and 
to ask whether the rule then laid down 
is now to be changed to suit the con- 
venience and purposes of absolute power 
on the sea.” 

Referring apparentiy to Prof. Roland 
G. Usher of Washington University, he 
said that “a distinguished citizen’ had 
said that the interests of the United 
States in South American trade would 
be favored by British control of tH® 
sea. “I trust,” he commented, “that 
the development of our commerce will 
never be intrusted to the sufferance of 
any power. 

English Language “Monopely.” 

‘Relief after the wrong has been done 
is the consolation of the weak; insist- 
ence on observance, and correction at 
the time, Is the part of the strong,”’ 
he said, in urging that the United States 
affirm the principles of international 
law while, as he expressed it, that law 
is in the making. 

He spoke of the English language as 
“the most powerful monopoly on earth,"’ 
and said a natfon which fought England 
was at a disadvantage in that its cause 
could not be so well presented or under- 
stood, for a time at least. He said the 
cutting of the German cable was the 
greatest tactical blunder of the war, in 
the impression it made, and was in- 
creasingly making, on fair-minded 
Americans. 

Time and later reports, he said, were 
correcting some earlier impressions 
gained by the American people. One of 
these impressions, he said, was regard- 
ing the action of Austria toward Ser- 
via. He argued that Austria, under 
great provocation, had made @ reason- 
able demand, not to judge the Servians

She also said she was 
driven by necessity, and that she had 
every reason to belleve France would go 
through ff she didn’t.” 

Blames Belgian Gevernment, . 

He said he did not approve the plea 
of necessity, but he doubted whether 
the treaty of 1839 was binding, and he’ 
said that, if Germany had reason to 
believe that Belgium was not really 
neutral, she then could not have hesi- 
tated to act as she 414. He discussed 
the charges of an understanding be- 
tween England and Belgium for the 
landing of British troops in Belgium.

“This war was not made by Kings,”’ 
he said. “Tt is the inevitable conflict 
between Russian and Teuton. The rest 
is only a matter of alliances.” He said 
that, if the allles should win, Russia 
would take Constantinople, would con- 
trol the way to India and would lay the 
foundation for the humiliation and dis- 
mémberment of British power. He 
asked who would settle the questions 
which he considers sure to arise, in 
such a case, between England and its 
Eastern ally. 

Japan, he declared, would not “have 
entered the war without definite as- 
surances. I have an idea,” he said, 
“that Great Britain, in negotiating a 
treaty with the United States, had to 
ask Japan’s consent. That is where 
we become interested and concerned.” 

He mentioned the Hindus and the 
French Turcos, saying of the latter that 
their highest motive was a desire to kill a 
white man. He regarded it as singular, 
he said, that in this country those who 
are loudest in their sympathy for “vic- 
tories of Turcos over Germans” are the 
same ones who keep the negroes from 
practical use of the rights constitu- 
tionally and legally granted to them. 

Denies Bru.ality Charge. 

Alluding to the charge that ‘‘the bru- 
tality of the German mind’’ caused the 
war, Nagel denied that Treitschke or 
Bernhardi represented the spirit of Ger- 
many, and cited the warlike utter- 
ances of Roberts, Churchill and Lee in 
England, as a British parallel, while Ad- 
miral Mahan might serve as an Amerl- 
can comparison, 

“and,” he added, “there was a time 
when we had Roosevelt.” 

Kipling, he declared, had succeeded 
beyond anyone else in putting brutality 
in poetic form, and in telling of the 
“white man’s burden” so touchingly 
that no oné stopped to consider the bur- 
den of the black and yellow man.

Description Fitted Man.

She said she last saw him on Dec. 3,

OSSENFORT LOSES 
4) HIS $20,000 SulT 
FOR ALIENATION 


Twelve Married Men on Jury 
| Decide Realty Man Did Not 
Win Wife From Husband. 


WOMAN IS A. WITNESS 


Owen C. Graves Says Former 
Kirkwood City Clerk Ap- 
proved of Attentions. 


Twelve married men, comprising a 
jury In Circuit Judge Kimmel’s court, 
yesterday decided in favor of Owen C. 
Graves of 3713 Washington boulevarm, 
a realty dealer, who had been sued 
for $20,000 for alleged alienation of af- 
fections. The plaintiff was August L. 
Ossenfort, a lawyer, who formerly was 
City Clerk of Kirkwood. 

The Ossenforts were married six years 
ago and separated Oct. 15, 1913. Last 
December Ossenfort obtained a divorce 
on a crossbill on evidence involving 
Graves, who had been a boarder in the 
Oakwood Hotel, conducted by the Os- 
senforts at Kirkwood. 

Ossenfort testified he and his wife 
lived together happily until Graves be- 
gan boarding with them in September, 
1912. From that time, he said, his wife’s 
interest in him lesseried and she began 
going out with Graves. Graves and 
Mrs. Ossenfort abandoned the Oakwood 
Hotel on the same day. He testified 
he traced them a few days later to the 
Hamilton Hotel. 

Said Husband Consented. 

Graves, in his testimony, admitted he 
had been attentive to Mrs. Ossenfort, 
but said he did so with the consent and 
at the suggestion of her husband. The 
first time he escorted her anywhere was 
to a picture show in St. Louis, he said. 
Subsequently she frequently accompa- 
nied him to St. Charles for a street car 
ride. He explained he had business in 
St. Charles which took him there almost 
daily and that Mrs. Ossenfort was in 
poor health and took the trolley rides 
to get fresh air. 

Ossenfort did not object to this, 
Graves testified, and said he thought 
the trips were improving his wife’s 
health. The witness explained the Ham- 
ilton Hotel incident by saying he sim- 
ply acted as a friend in taking Mrs. Os- 
senfort there, as she had no other place 
to go. He also said on various occa- 
sions he had been a nurse to her. 

Graves denied he had alienated Mrs. 
Ossenfort’s love for,her husband. He 
said the couple did not get along and 
that he heard her mother say Mr. and 
Mrs. Ossenfort “fought like cats and 
dogs.’’ The first he was aware Ossen- 
fort blamed him was after the separa- 
tion, when Ossenfort remarked if he 
(Graves) would marry Mrs. Ossenfort 
she could have a divorce. ‘“‘I told him I 
did not want his wife and had no inten- 
tion of marrying her,’’ Graves testified. 

Mrs. Ossenfort a Witness, 

Mrs. Ossenfort, as a witness for the 
defendant, testified Graves did not in- 
fluence her. It was alleged Ossenfort 
did not properly support his wife. 

Counsel for Graves argued he could 
not be charged with breaking up the 
Ossenfort home and destroying the 
wife’s love for her husband, notwith- 
standing he had been attentive to her. 
He could only be found guilty, they said, 
when the evidence was that he did so 
deliberately and that the Ossenforts 
were not having domestic discord be- 
fore he entered their lives. They as- 
serted that Ossenfort himself was re- 
sponsible for the situation which ended 
in the disruption of his home. 

Mrs. Ossenfort now conducts a board- 
ing house at 8716 Delmar boulevard. The 
plaintiff was her second husband. 
Graves is about 35 years old.

FUNERAL OF TWO 


“Sacrificed to Gunmen of Cap- 
italism,’’ Says Ribbon At- 
tached to Wreath. 


By Associated Press. 

ROOSEVELT, N. J., Jan. 23.—Patrick 
I’. Gill and Daniel. T. O’Reagan, investi- 
gators for the Federal Commission on 
Industrial Relations, who have been as- 
signed to the strike situation here, re- 
turned to New York tonight to consult 
with Chairman Frank P. Walsh. 

Before leaving ‘Roosevelt, Gill said 
they had seen officials of the Amert- 
can Agricultural and Chemical Co., ana 
that today they had no trouble gaining 
cdmittance to the plant. What ques- 
tions were put to the officers Gill de- 
clined to say. Both investigators of the 
strike, in which 19 strikers were shot by 
Geputies, will return Monday. 

At 2 p.'m. the joint funeral of Dese- 


derio Alessandro and Carman Patty, the 
victims of the strike shooting on Tues- 
day, was held. Religious services were 
conducted at church and the bodies 
were taken to the union hall, which was 
crowded. 

All stood during the services. The 
ocffins were covered with flowers. A 
large wreath of red roses’ with a rib- 
bon, inscribed, ‘‘Sacrificed to the Gun- 
men of Capitalism,” was conspicuoug. 

Officials of the union, in short ad- 
dresses, termed the dead men “martyrs 
of an awakening that will result in the 
ériving of gunmen from the State of 
New Jersey.’’ 

The mon at the meeting were admon- 
ished to continue peaceful measures in 
their conduct of the strike. 

The two hearses were followed to the 
cemetery, three miles, by several hun- 
dred men, women and children, in mud 
and rain, to band music. 

Along the line of march business 
houses were closed and blinda drawn. 

Late this afternoon policemen visited 
the Willlams & Clark plant and seized 
a number of guns said to have been 
used by guards on Tuesday. These guns, 
tegether with empty shotgun and revolv- 
er shells, picked up on the ground where 
the shooting occurred, will be used ag 
evidence against the accused men. 

Prosecutor Florence made public a 
letter received from New Jersey’s At- 
torney-General, John W. Westcott, who 
urged vigorous prosecution of those re- 
sponsible for the shooting. Westcott’s 
letter added: ‘“‘The State of New Jersey 
cannot look with indifference upon such 
a serious disregard of law as the acts 
portrayed in the public prints indicate. 
I would be giad to co-operate with you 
at any time.’ 


JERSEY STRIKERS} 


FOWARD C.LONG 
GETS 27 YEARS FOR 
KILLING HIS WIFE 


He Testified She Had Gone to 
Pageant Three Nights With 
Another Man. 


Edward C. Long, 3% years old, was 
sentenced yesterday to 27 years in the 
penitentiary for the murder of his wife, 
Elizabeth Long, 82, in their home at 
1012 North Compton avenue, June 12 last. 

Some of the jurors wished to impose 
the death penalty, but a few were 
somewhat impressed by Long’s defense, 
and the verdict represented a compro- 
mise. The jury reported at 10:30 a. m., 
after having been out since 7:30 p. m. 
Friday. Long’s mother, Mrs. Courtney 
Long of Paducah, Ky., was in the court- 
room with Long’s 3-year-old son, Edwin, 
when the verdict was read. 

Long testified Friday that he was told 
by a neighbor that his wife had gone 
to the Pageant and Masque three nights 
with another man, and that she and 
the man had sat for their photograph 
together. He said that when he asked 
his wife about this she retorted that 
she loved the other man and intended 
to run away with him. Long said he 
did not remember what he did after 
| that. : 

Long said he had suffered two in- 
juries to his head, one from a blow with 
a pop bottle when he was 16 years old, 
the other from a blow with a brick, 
several years later. His lawyer, Hal 
Corbett of Paducah, sought to build up 
an insanity defense from these injuries, 
and from Long’s addiction to liquor and 
cigarettes. 

The State’s contention was that Long 
was not insane, and that he killed his 
wife because she had demanded that he 
support her and their three children.

TONIC. FOR OPTIMISM 


J. Walter Drake, president of the 
Hupp Motor Car Co., who has attended 
néarly all the big motor shows held thus 
far this season, sees in the big attend- 
ance and big business at the motor ex- 
hibits a fair indication of better busl- 
ness conditions. 

“The 1915 . motor shows.” said Mr. 
Drake, “are distinguished by two main 
facts. First, the number and character 
of exhibits on display; second, the ex- 
traordinary attendance which has been 
characteristic of all shows.

BERLIN, via London, Jan. 23.—Dr. 
Wickliffe Rose and Ernest Bicknell, 
who after making an investigation 
of conditions among the war suffer- 
ers in Belgiuth on behalf of the 
Rockefeller Foundation, went to 
Russian Poland for the American Red 
Cross, returned to Berlin today.

The German 
Government is issuing supplies to 
civilians to a certain extent but have 
limited the rations of bread, for ex- 
ample, to only one-fifth of a pound.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 23.—The re- 
markable statement that in fully 65 per 
cent of the cases which are heard by 
the Missouri Supreme Court there is 
found to have been no error committed 
and no reason for an appeal to have 
been taken, was made by one of the 
Supreme Court Judges today in discuss- 
ing a bill prepared by Judge Charles B. 
Faris to reform appellate procedure. 
Under the present system the loser in 
litigation in the Circuit Court may take 
an appeal as a matter of right and the 
Court is required to hear arguments, 
read briefs and write opinions in all 
such cases. Justice Faris’ bill takes 
away the litigant’s appeal as a matter 
of right and permits an appeal only 
when application is made to the Su- 
preme Court and the Court finds that 
there is good reason to believe that er- 
ror has been committed. 
Would Have to File Petition, 
The procedure, if the bill becomes a 
law, would be for the loser in litigation 
to file with the Judge of the Circuit 
Court a petition for right to make ap- 
plication to the Supreme Court for per- 
mission to appeal. He would give the 
other party to the litigation 2 days’ 


notice of his intention to ask for an 
appeal. 

Both parties would then appear before 
the Supreme Court and be heard on the 
application, the applicant setting our 
the errors he relies upon in his appeal. 

Judge Faris, in a statement, said that 
such a law would make the determina- 
tion of cases in which there was no 
groundé for appeal within four or five 
months of the decision in the lower 
court instead of about three years aft- 
erward, as is the case under the present 
systent. 

One of the Judges, who would not per- 
mit the use of his name, in discussing 
the bill this morning, said: 

“The Supreme Court is about three 
years behind with its docket, and even 
with the commissioners aiding us, we 
are only gaining on the docket at the 
rate of about 40 cases a year. It would 
take the court 22 years to catch up with 
the docket. 

Judges Work on Sundays. 

“This is not the fault of the Supreme 
Court. We are bound around with 
statutes which we take an oath to fol- 
low. Every Judge is working from 12 
to 14 hours a day and on Sundays, too. 
We are required to write an opinion in 
every case submitted to the Court. 

‘In Judge Faris’ bill, which has the 
approval of the Court, we have outlined 
a procedure which will facilitate litica- 
tion and will not work injury tod any 
person. 

“Fully 65 per cent of the cases heard 
in the Supreme Court should never 
have been appealed. We examire 
them and find no reversible error. 
If the alleged errors were lald before. 
us without requiring us to go into 
all the details of the case, we 
dispose of cases much more quickly. 

“In addition to that there are some 
cases, which under the statute 
are required to send back for a new 
trial, which we would not have to 
consider if this bill became a law. I 
would say that about 15 or 20 per 
cent of the cases appealed come un- 
der this classification.

The Clerk of the Court at Minneapo- 
lis refused to issue the license on the 
ground that the time required by law 
had not elapsed since Mrs. Doris Vaughn 
Darnell obtained a divorce at Chicago. 

To this Darnell protested he ‘“‘never 
was married legally to the woman who 
divorced me in Chicago; she got a di- 
vorce just to satisfy herself.’’ 

In refusing to issue the license, Clerk 
of Court Neilson cited the divorce law 
of Minnesota, which requires six months 
to elapse after divorce before either prin- 
cipal can remarry. ; 

It was reported that the Darnell party 
would go to Watertown, 8. D., and that 
Darnell] and Miss Soper would be mar- 
riea there. The South Dakota laws do 
rot prohibit the remarriage immediately 
of divorced persons. 

Pleads for a License. 

For an hour Darnell urged Neilsen 
to grant the license. “I am divorced 
and entitled to a license,’’ he declared. 

“That point is questionable,’’ Neilsen 
replied. ‘‘It is in dispute in the courts 
and to be on the safe side I must deny 
your application.”’ 

During this time Miss Soper’s mother 
held the baby until it became so fretful 
the young mother had to take it.

SAYS DR. NCEOLLS 


Pastor Who, With His Church, 
Will Celebrate Golden Jubi- 
lee, Tells of Advance. 


STANDARD MUCH. HIGHER 


He Finds That Creeds No Lon- 
ger Separate Men; Women 
Help in Work of Church. 


Although the fiftieth ‘anniversary of 
the pastorate of the Rev..- Dr. Samuel J. 
Niccolls of the Second Presbyterian 
Church, Westminster place and Taylor 
avenue, and the golden jubilee of the 
church are to be celebrated March 4 
in the midst of war, @s the beginning 
of Dr. Niccolls’ pastorate and the begin- 
ning of his church .were in the midst of 
war, Dr. Niccolls, looking back over 
the half-century of his service and com- 
paring the world as !t was with the 
world as it is, finds there has been 
moral as well as material progress. 

“Conditions outwardly and socially 
are much the same now as they were 
50 years ago,’’ he said yesterday ‘to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter at his home, 8 
Hortense place. ‘I came to St. Louis 
in the midst of a great war., Men of 
the same faith were arrayed against 
each other. brothers were fighting broth- 
ers, and the life of modern democracy 
was the issue. The conditions now are 
the same, and people ask what it means. 
Does it mean the faflure of Christian- 
ity? It méans the failure of Christian- 
ity now no more than it did 50 years 
age. 

“While the great object of Christian- 
ity is the promotion of peace, it does 
not ignore war. It is out of such strug- 
gles that peace makes progress. 

Chauge in Moral Attitude. 

“There has been a great moral gain 
between -that day and this. In that 
conflict the nations of the esrth looked 
upon us as vultures aroumMl a dying 
animal, ready to prey upon us. We had 
no friends. No Red Cross nurses came 
te nurse our wounded. No ships were 
sent to us by other nations bearing help 
to us ir our need and our sorrow.  To- 
day moral elevation ‘a exhibited in our 
nation. It forgets the indifference and 
the selfishness of tne past and sends 
help to all combatants. This indicates 
a higher moral stanaard thah existed 
o) years ago. . 

“In these 50 years there has been 
a marvelous inerease in material 
comforts and in man's mastery over 
the forces of nature, so marvelous 
that if forétold 60 years ago it would 
have been proclaimed an idle dream. 
Many of the most significant inven- 
tions outwardly affecting our civili- 
zation, the telephone and rapid tran- 
sit by automobiles and the conquest 
of the air, were not even within the 
range of theught tn those asi 

“There has been am s ad- 
vance in social economics aoa n rec- 
ognition of the rights of the people, 


lespecially the laboring class. 


“In religion the changes have been 
equally significant. Fifty years ago 
sectarianism. prevailed largely in all 
denominations. While ‘Some were 
longing and praying for an increase 
in’ Christian unity, thé prospect: of its 
realization was yery. dim. During 
these 60 years not only have many. 
denominational divisions been healed’ 
but also there has ‘been a closer ap- 
proach in fellowship, so that Chris- 
clan unity actually exists. Creeds no 
longer separate men. The .elaborate 
creed has been supplanted very large- 
ly by one that states the fundament- 
als of Christianity,, 

“Broader spirit of Falitk.” 

“A broader spirit’ of Christian 
faith is manifest in two directions, 
the marvelous increase of philanthro- 
py and the consecration of wealth to 
benevolent purposes and the well- 
being of the country, which has its 
origin in the Christian church and 
ig the didect fruit of the teachings of 
Christianity, and the marvelous ex- 
pansion of the work of foreign mis-

“In the political world there has

Their contributions to missionary op- 
erations were all absorbed in work 
undertaken and guided by the men,

to all the fields of the world.” 

Dr. Niccolls paused: He was re- 
minded that he had not elaborated 
his statement about the change of the 
position of women in public affairs. 
“No,” he said, “I do not wish to say 
more about that. The clzmor of the 
wemen for votes I do rot care to 
discuss.’ 

“Changes in social life,” he con- 
tinued, “have been very marked. Some 
have been of great advantage in set-

MANILA, P. I, Jan. 23.—Governor- 
General Francis Burton Harrison to- 
day ordered that Gen. Nortel, the itn- 
surgent leader, who is one of the 
most prominent natives of the prov- 
ince of Cavite, be put to death Jan. 


27. The execution originally Was set for 
Jan. 12, but Judge Revilla, a native 
jurist, issued a stay. 


Influential Filipinos exerted every 
effort on behalf of Gen. Noreil, but 
Gov. Harrison overruled Judge Re- 
villas’ order. The pending measure 
abolishing capital punishment offers 
the only hope for the General. 


The murder for which Gen. Noriel was 
sentenced to death was committed in 
1902, it being alleged that he and. two 
accomplices killed a political enemy. 
The case of Gen. Noriel had no connec- 
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curred in teeniti one’s cowvedd Gok ~*~ 
December. ° : 

Gen Noriel was a leading supporter 
of Gen. Emilio Aguinaldo, the leader of 
the revolt against the United States in 
1901, and he commanded the Cavite in- 
surgent_ force in the attack on Manila 
in that rebellion.

“EBRS ESSENTIAL 
TOGOOD HATCHING 


Hints on How to Produce 
Virile, Healthy Breeds. 


No incubator or system of hatching, 
artificial or netural, is good enough 
to bring off a strong hatch when the 
eggs are not what they 
“Strong, fertile eggs are the prime ¢s- 
sential in good hatching,” says Harry 
M. Lamon, expert in poultry husbandry 
in the Federal Department of Agricul- 
ture, Continuing, he says: 

“Strong, fertile eggs are obtained only 
frem stock properly mated and kept un- 
der the best possible conditions to #e- 
cure health and vigor. Eggs from over- 
fat breeding stock do not usually pro- 
duce a large percentage of strong chicks. 
If breeders are confined they should be 
fed a varied supply of grains, meat and 
green feed. The green feed assists in 
keeping fowls in good breeding condi- 
tion. Free range ‘is usually an important 
consideration in the production of hatch- 
able eggs, as it tp» much éasier to keep 
up the vitality of stock handled in this 
manner than in birds that are yarded. 

“Brom 8 to 12 females of the Ameri- 


ean or general purpose cless, and 12 to} 


18 of the Mediterranean class can be 
mated with one male, dépending on his 
age and vitality and where the fowls 
are yarded. But this proportion may be 
increased where the, birds have free 
range. Abundant ventilation in the 
house is also a great help in keeping the 
stock tn good breeding condition. 

“Abnormal, smell and poorly shaped 
egas should be discarded. Do not set 
eggs which have thin or porous-appear- 
ing shells. Eggs should be set when 
fresh, ff possible, and it fs not advisable 
to use. eggs for hatching which are over 
2 weeks old, although stale eggs will fre- 
quently hatch. Selecting large eggs uni- 
form in size and color is one of the 
quickest ways to secure uniformity in 
the offspring and increase the size of 
the eggs. 

“Dirty eggs should be cleaned by rub- 
bing lightly with a damp cloth, but care 
should be taken wot to rub off any more 
of the natural bloom of thé egg than 
is absolutely necessary. Egus for hatch- 
ing should be collected two orethree 
times a day in freezing weather to pre- 
vent chilling. Broody hens allowed to 
sit on eggs in the laying nests all day 
may hurt the hatching qualities. 

“Eggs in large numbers are generally 
kept in a cabinet or turning rack for 
convenience in handling in a room where 
the temperature is between 50 or 60 de- 
grees, if possible, although they will 
stand considerable variation. It is not 
necessary to turn eggs kept only for a 
few days, but it {s advisable to turn 
eggs daily which are over a week old. 
Varioug commercial turning devices are 
sold by poultry supply companies or the 
eggs may be kept in cabinet drawers and 
shuffled about with the hands by re- 
moving a few eggs from the travs. 
Commercial egg cases are sometimes 
used for holding eggs for hatching. 

“Eg¢es from different varieties of the 
same class of poultry may be incubat- 
ed together, but it {!s not advisable to 
mix eggs from the Mediterranean, or CSE 
breeds guch as Leghorns and Minorcas, 
with Plymouth Rocks or Orpingtons. The 
eggs from the smaller breeds often hatch 
a little earlier than those from the 
larger breeds.”

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How to Protect Birds 


at Roost From the Celd 


On winter nights, when the cold is 
unusually severe, it is a very good 
plan to have a second muslin curtain, 
aside from the one over the open 
front, to protect the birds on the 
roosts in the hen house. Some poultry 
raisers arrange this in the same way 


edge of the roosts, and dropping it 
when needed. 

Another good plan is to make a 
light frame and tack muslin over it. 
Make this frame large dnoukh to ex- 
tend from the ceiling to a few inches 
below the front edge of the dropping 


board. Then put hinges at the top 
edge, fastening them to the rafters. 
By means of a small pulley fixed to 
the ceiling Fy the proper place, and 
a small rope attached to the frame 
at the middie, the curtain 
raised or lowered with very little 
trouble. 

If there is an unused screen door 
about the place it can be made to 
serve as a frame. 

The best means of breaking a hen of 


the sitting habit is to use some device 
that will keep her from feeling warmtn 
under her body. This is easily accom- 
»lished by making a swinging coop such 
as is shown in the sketch, which és then 
hung to the limb of a tree so as to be 
in the shade. 

The coop has a slatted bottom as weli 
as sides: The cover is hinged. Built 
in this way, there is a free circulation 
of air from all sides, and with nothing 
to sit on, the fever is soon allayed and 
the desire to hatch forgotten. This 
method ‘of breaking sitters is as humane 
as it is effective. 

Provision must be made for food and 
water in the coop, as there is nothing to 
te gained by starving a hen with the

If the man entering upon his fifth decade wants to insure himself 
a ee life it is within his own power, declares Dr. Bishop. If he does 

not maintain fer many-years the efficiency of his -prime it is his own 
'. fault. The auther ebneludes with the consoling if sensational assurance. 
. “othat hardening of the arteries is not a disease in itself, and that it can 
_ .‘be cured by removing the general conditions leading to it. 

_ “Suppose,” he says, “some disorder, like a business panic, should at- 
tack everybody in a whole nation, and that some one who did not know 
ef the trouble should take a bird’s-eye view of the country. One of the 
Most conspicuous things that would be noticed would be that the railroad 
system was not in its usual active operation. ‘ 
. “If the paralysis of business lasted long enough the rails would com- 
Mence to rust, repairs would not be made and the whole interweaving 
system of tracis throughout the country would show a distinct change 
from normal. So a superficial observer might blame the railroad sys- 
tem of the country for the bad contlition of the whole, while in fact the 
, Peal trouble was in the individual inhabitants.” 

Dr. Bishop goes on to say that this illustrates conditions present in 
| arteriosclerosis, which is really a disease of the cells of the whole human 
es body;- but as the circulatory system more than any other pervades every 
ee part of the body, it is the one which shows most plainly the result of 
damage that really begins in the ultimate cells. Dr. Bishop’s own belief

That alcohol is a” cause seems to be disproved “by the ‘healthy old drunk- 
ard,” observes Dr. Bishop, while rheumatism more often attacks the 
young, and in later life generally spares the bleod vessels. Men who really 
overwork are not as numerous as is often thought, and while worry is a 
great cause of heart disease it may be indirect in its effect as far as 
hardening of the arteries is concerned. In nine times out of ten, Dr. 
Bishop believes, such sageneng 2 is due to disturbance.of the chemistry 
of the body, and this fn turn is largely caused by feeding it the wrong 
kind of fuel. | 

“The prevention of hardening of the arteries,” he says, “must be ac- 

- complished by a proper regulation of metabolism, particularily that per- | 
taining to the intestines and liver. This is accomplished through dict ' 
and exercise, through the administration of certain well defined remedies | 
and the limitation of nervous strain, than which nothing is more potent 
to upset the bodily chemistry.” 

The only sure way to prevent this serious condition, it appears, is 
through a periodic examination of each individual at stated intervals by 
an expert medical man, so that proper courses of treatment may be un- 
dertaken early enou: to counteract the tendency to arteriosclerosis be- | 
fore damage is done. Unfortunately this condition creeps upon a man 
with almost no warning, for which reason thousands of men apparently | 
strong and well already are victims, although they have no suspicion of 
their real condition. 

As to regulation of:food man must fall back upon information given 
by chemists. The old saw holds good in arteries as in other things-— 
what is food for one man is poison for another. Dr. Bishop urges a diet 
containing but few proteins for those suffering from hardening of the 
arteries or in danger thereof.

In fact, when it is announced that a nia 
star receives a certain amount, the safe rule is to di- 
vide it by two and then subtract one-third of tke re- 
mainder. The fault of exaggeration seems inherent in 
everything connected with the amusement business, and 
it is found in its most virulent form when actors’ sal. 
aries are discussed. 

Only the other day it was printed in daily newspapers 
that Miss Mary Pickford had refused a $250,000-a-year 
offer from a film company. The reason for her refusal, 
it was stated, was the fact that she was satisfied with 
her present salary of $200,000 a year with the Famous 
Players Film Co. 

Miss Pickford is without question the highest-priced 
film star in the United States. She receives twice as 
much—probably three times as much—as any other 
film star in the country. But she does not receive $200,- 
000 a year. She receives $2000 a week for 52 weeks 
of the year, and at that is in a class by herself. While 
it is true that few, if any, actors or actresses in the 
“legitimate” earn more than her annual stipend, it 
should be remembered that her salary is absolutely 
unique in the entire motion picture industry. 

John Bunny, whose face is perhaps the best known 
visage in the world, received $500 a week and a royalty 
on the films in which he appeared, which brought his 
earnings up to $700 weekly, before he deserted the 
movies for the vaudeville stage a few months ago. 

With the exception of Mary Pickford, there is no 
film star in America who receives more than $750 a 
week as salary. Yet there are dozens of legitimate 
and vaudeville stars who receive that amount. Recoz- 
nized film favorites like Clara Kimbarth Young, Mary 
Tuller, Florence Lawrence, Blanche Sweet, Norma Phil- 
lips, Anita Stewart and Ruth Stonehouse receive from 
$300 to $600 a week. When it comes to male film stars, 
their salaries are considerably less. From $200 to $400 

weekly is the salary for film favorites like King Bag- 
gott, Francis X. Bushman, Arthur Johnston, Maurice 
Costello, J. Warren Kerrigan aud Carlyle Blackwell. 

“Legitimate” stars who take fliers in the movies— 
who are engaged for a single picture—make the big 
salaries in the motion picture business at the present 
time. But their salaries are exaggerated » in the same 
way.as those of the others. 

As a general rule “legitimate” stars who go into the 
movies are not paid by the week but by the picture. 
They receive a stipulated sum for the picture—whether 
it takes four, five, six or even seven weeks to make it. 
Five or six weeks {s the average length of time required 
to make a “feature film,” an@ during that period the 
actors abhor for it may be -required to work from 
two to ten hours daily. 

The largest sum ever paid a “legitimate” actor or 
actress for making a picture was accorded to Sarah 
Bernhardt for posing in “Queen Elizabeth.” She re- 
ceived $30,000 from the Famous Players Film Co. for 
about six weeks’ work. However, this was done largely 
to gain prestige. In fact, it was the opening wedge 
for the entrance of “legitimate” stars into the motion 
picture business. The moving picture makers knew if 
Sarah Bernhardt posed for them no American actor or 
actress would refuse to do so on the ground that it was 
beneath their dignity. There are many prominent stars 
who have not yet acted for the movies, but almost with- 
out exception it is because the price they have put on 
their services has been too high for the film companies. 
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On the other hand, so many “legitimate” actors have of- 
fered their services te the film companies that the latter 
are able at their own figures to get well-known players. 

With the exception of the $30,000 paid to Sarah Bern- 
hardt, the largest amount ever given to a star for a 
single picture was $15,000 paid recently to Gaby Deslys. 
For a single picture $10,000 has been paid to a few 
well-known stars like Ethel Barrymore, Mrs. Fiske and 
Lillian Russell, but $5000 is what is usually paid to a 
star of established reputation for a feature film re- 
quiring five or six weeks of work. 

Some af the film companies engage “legitimate” 
actors by the week. The largest weekly salary of 
this kind is paid to Pauline Frederick. She received 
$2000 a week and her expenses to and from Rome and 
in the city while thé film was made. As it required 
nearly five weeks to make the picture and the trip 
each way took 10 days, it will be seen that Miss Fred- 
erick received a record-breaking amount—quite as much 
as was paid to Lina Cavalieri me posing in “Manon 
Lescaut.” 

May Irwin and Marie Dressler are two funny women 
who have received big sums for moving pictures. 
Irwin received $7000 and royalties on the number of 
feet of film above a certain figure. Miss Dressler re- 
ceived $10,000 and a contract calling for 50 per cent of 
the gross profits oz the film. Miss Dressler spent 14 
weeks making the film. 

Many “legitimate’’ actors and actresses are demanding 


royalties based on the number of feet of films manu-. 


factured above a stipulated amount necessary to bring 


-@ profit to the film company, or a percentage of the 


gross profits. Such arrangements greatly increase their 
earnings in time. In -.addition several “legitimate” 
actors and film stars havé blocks of stock in the film 
companies for which they act. Consequently | their 
earnings are greater than the salaries of equally com- 
petent players... But _in nearly every. instance their 
earnings are exaggerated. 

Of course, many “legitimate” actors, tn addition to 
recognized “legitimate” stars, are employed by com- 
panies making feature films. - These players of more 
or less prominence—actors and actresses wh) appear 
in the support of stars on Broadway—receive from 
$10 to $50 a day. 

The “legitimate” actor or actress receives more money 
than the film player—not because he or she is better 
qualified for the work, but because their names are 

supposed to give “class” to a film. 


_As an example of salaries paid to persons in the 


publi eye, there is the $500-a-week salary of Annette 
Kellerman, while the film called ‘‘Neptune’s. Danghter”

The really big money that has been-and is being made 
in the motion picture industry—aside from Mary Pick- 
ford’s remarkable salary—is that of the manufacturers 
and owners of big blocks of stock in film companies. 
Some of the technical dfrectors receive large emolu- 
ments because, in addition to their big salaries, they 
receive royalties on the films manufactured or have 
holdings in the companies. But their reported incomes 
must be cut in half if one is anxious to arrive at the 
truth. 


Wedding Aisviveeians Dinner at

N interesting story of how a wealthy New York 
banker disproved his wife’s charge that he was 
losing sentiment and, at the same time, provid-

with his finger, arose with the objection that for such an operation the patient would 
pr te nostrils of “equine caliber.” This was his professional. way of stating thai 
the patient would need a nose as big as that of a horse. 

But Dr. Edwards says that in 90 cases out of 100 he has had no difficulty in passing 
the little finger into the nasal chamber, and that in the remaining 10 cases he has 
been able to accomplish the same result by passing a finger upwards through the

or langhing gas, is recommended. because it is easily administered and has prac- 
tically no after effects. 

With the patient lying on his back, the operator's hand is held palm upwards 
and the finger inserted. It is bent upwards and backwards until it reaches the 
hiatus semilunaris, which it proceeds to break loese from the abnormal fibers 
heling it aut of position. These can be heard snapping and popping inside the 
head: If he were using surgical instruments, says Dr: Bdwards, he would be 
working im the dark: but the delicate nerves of touch im the tip of the finger 
supply him with “eyes” 

The finger is then uged to explore the entire nasal chamber, using a strong 
rubbing pressure to break down any morbid growths upon it. [nm the course of 
this operation the hand revolves until, while the floor of the cavity is being 
massaged, the palm is turned downwards. When the patient recevers from the 
anesthetic he is instructed not to blow his nose for I2 hours, to prevent the 
hemorrhage, which is arrested in a few minutes by coagulation of the blood, from 
breaking out afresh. Thereafter the nasal cavity is sprayed at intervals with a 
mifid antiseptic fluid until it heals. 

This ie the first step of the treatment. The second goes to the root of the dis- 
ease and endeavors to stop it at its source by manipulating the vertebrae of the 
neck and upper back into their normal position and thus remedying the impaired 
blood supply of the nose. 

Dr. Edwards, while hesitating to proclaim that his new method is an infallible 
eure for hay fever, declares that out of 500 cases treated by him not one failed to 
show a striking amelioration. Such was the case of a man 65 years old who had 
suffered from hay fever for 50 years. He obtained relief, Dr. Edwards asserts, 
after two treatments. Another instance was that of a man who had had hay 
fever 17 years. According to the osteopath, one treatment brought him relief. 

While working out the theory and technique of his finger surgery for hay 
fever, Dr. Edwards came uponi an effect which he had not anticipated, and: which 
offered so. fertile a field of investigation that he intends to make a thorough 
study of it. 

Some of his patients who wore eyeglasses came to him after the operation 
and said: “My hay fever and catarrh have disappeared, but I’m going blind.” 
He sent them in haste to an oeulist, who discovered that the lenses of their 
glasses were too strong and that they needed. Slasses of lower power. In other 
words, the operation had’ so strengthened their eyes that they no longer needed 
such high-power glasses as had previously been required. Dr. Edwards intends 
to study the effect of misplaced drainage into the cheek pockets upon the sight, 
and thinks it may have a bearing. upon. cataract. 

A somewhat different application. of digital surgery to the treatment of hay 
fever is being used by Dr. L. BE. Faris, another St. Louis osteopath. He rezards 
the irritation caused. by pollen as the primary cause of the disease. The ce''s of

of the nursery, boys and girls in the 

rural schools of certain parts of the 

United States are being trained in 

ethods of corn growing which will 
eventually, it is estimated, add a quarter 

of a billion dollars annually to the 

nation’s wealth. 

Agricultural experts, after a thorough 
investigation, have come to the alluring 
conclusion that by the “rag doll’ method 
of choosing the best seed corn, it should 
be possible, without added labor in the fields, 
to increase the wealth of every family in 
the United States $78 for the 
first year of the experiment. 
They calculate that during the 
initial season the yield per acre 
would be enhanced by five 
bushels of corn. This does not 
seem a very impressive -figure 
in itself, but when one recalls 
that in the United States 100,- 
000,000 acres are devoted to 
corn, he will see that-the increase would reach the 
-immense total of 500,000,000 bushels. The price of 
corn is just now inflated by war conditions, but taking 
50 cents a. bushel as a normal valuation, the national 
wealth would be augmented $250,000,000. 

Statistics of fascinating rosiness-are invoked to show 
that the process of seed selection, if continued the 
second year, should result in an increase of 10 bushels 
per acre, with a consequent doubling of all the fig- 
ures of added wealth calculated as the first year’s 
profits. Ba 2 

While the .selection of superior ears of corn for 
use as secd May seem an easy task, and is so regarded 
by the average farmer, it is probably one of the most 
important he has to face.. There is only one way to be 
absolutely sure and that is to test each individual 
ear to prove whether or not it germinates properly. 
The very easiest way to do this is by the “rag doll” 
method. 

This “rag doll’ isn’t the kind you played with be- 
fore you were old enough to have any other sort. It 
is an extremely. simple device, whose mysteries can 
be solved by- any boy or girl in a few minutes. The 
test is conducted in the following manner: 

A piece of heavy sheeting five feet long and nine 
inches wide is marked off into a dozen or more squares about two and 
one-half inches wide, running through the center of the cloth. The squares 
sre numbered, say from one to twelve. As many ears of corn as there 
mre squares are selected and numbered to correspond. The cloth is 
thoroughly moistened and spréad out in front of the ears. Six kernels 
are taken from ear No. 1 and placed in square No. 1, germ side up, with 
the tips of the kernels pointing in the same direction. In like manner 
six kernels are taken from ear No. 2 and placed in square No. 2, and so on 

When this has been done, the cloth is again moistened by sprinkling 
and carefully rolled up so that none of the kernels will be displaced. A 
string is tied around the center of the rolls just tight enough to hold the 
kernels in place. 

When several “rag dolls” hate been prepared in this manner they are. 
put into a bucket or pail filled with warm water, standing them or 
- pnd, with the tips, or small ends of the kernels, pointing downward. 
Newspapers ‘are wrapped around the bucket or pail to retain the heat. 
In from three to twelve hours the newspapers are removed, the water 
poured off, and the buckets again covered with newspapers, The bucket should be 
kept in a room where it will not get too cold at night. It should not be allowed 
under any circumstances to freeze. 

At the end of about seven days the kernels should have sprouted, and it is then 
an easy matter to tell which ears are good for seed and which are not. It will 
be found that some ears are wholly dead, while others are too weak to plant. 

Some farmers of the old school will be tempted to ask what sense there is in 
testing seed corn. They are likely to declare that they know seed when they see 
it, or if they can’t tell by the way it looks they can do so by cracking it with the 
teeth or cutting it open with a jackknife. 


Fortunately, this type of farmer is.rapidly disappearing as the result of educa-

HE Franco-German War of 1870 raised 
to the pinnacle of fame one man, Bis- 
marck. The world war of 1914 seems 
destined to elevate another, Theophile 

’ Delcasse. What Bismarck was to Prus- 

, sia in 1870 Delcasse has been to.France 
in 1914. In Germany, at least, Delcasse 

is looked upon as the arch-conspirator who brought 


about the present cataclysm. 


For 44 years Deleasse has been actuated by one 
motive—hate for Germany. For 44 years he has 
striven to undo all that the diplomacy of Bismarck 
accomplished. He has become the embodiment of 
the revenge idea in France. Slowly, secretly, never 
“tetting his left hand know what his right was doing, 
with infinite patience and boundless determination, 
he has spun his web. And when he began to draw 
the strings, Germany and Austria, enmeshed, strug- 
gled with all their power. 

Right or wrong in their belief, Germany and 
Austria thought several months ago that if they 
waited longer the threads of this man’s diplomacy 
would leave them entirely helpless. Believing this 
they struck at a time when they saw their strength 
was greater than it preeny would be again for a 


: decade. 


‘Events of the past few months have proved that, 


diplomatically, Germany and Austria are practically 


isolated. Such isolation in Europe is the certain 
harbinger of war. Bismarck isolated France in 1870. 
To Delcasse must be attributed the German isola- 
tion in 1914. | 

In 1913, when Delcasse was made Ambassador to 
Russia by the new French President, both Austria 


and Germany took alarm. The Austrian organ, Zeit, 
- declared: ‘‘This appointment inaugurates a system 


of ‘firmness in Paris foreign policy to which other 


‘European Governments have not been accustomed.” 


The Neue Freie Presse at the same time remarked 
pessimistically that “whenever Delcasse is to the 


fore in world politics, Europe begins to increase her 


armaments.” Again and again German newspapers 
have called Delcasse the “stormy petrel of Europe,” 
and have pointed out that wherever he appears trou- 
ble soon follows. 

An impartial examination of recent history ap- 
pears to bear out this impression. Delcasse un- 
doubtedly achieved the greatest diplomatic triumph 

since Bismarck when he got King Edward VII of

It was Delcasse’s activities which, in 1905, brought 
about the first Morocco dispute, and this brought 
Germany and France to the very verge of war. It 
was Delcasse who, in the Fashoda affair, stayed the 
French sword, which was about to strike a blow 
which undoubtedly would have meant war between 
France and Britain. When Delcasse was driven out 
of the Cabinet to placate Germany, and so long as 
he remained out of active affairs, there was peace. 
Scarcely had he returned to power in 1911, however, 
when the second Morocco dispute flamed out and only 
the firm hand of England kept the German hosts 
from marching across the frontier. When, lastly, 
Delcasse became Ambassador to St. Petersburg, there 
was no longer any ‘Power which could stay events, 
and Europe rushed into a whirlwind of.ruin and 
destruction. 

Personally there is no more interesting man in 
public Hife than this inscrutable statesman. In 
private life he is a merry, bright, voluble chap, full 
of sunny good nature and easily approached. In 
public life he is that paradox, a phlegmatic French- 
man. When he has nothing he wishes to say about 
public matters—which is most of the time—the 
Sphinx must take off its hat to him as the Master 
of Silence. Even when interpellated in the national 
assembly about matters of first importance, he has 
a fashion of explaining why he can’t talk that brings 
the wildest demonstrations of enthusiasm and con- 
fidence. 

On the other hand, when he does wish to talk, he 
is a past master of eloquence. One day the Clem- 
enceau ministry was in full power and, unaware of 
danger, rejoicing in the support of the - Deputies. 
That day Delcasse arose’ to question its leaders. 
Within an hour the ministry had collapsed, its par- 


liamentary support had been alienated, and, accord- 


ing to the French custom, it resigned. 

In diplomacy Delcasse is the antithesis of Bis- 
marck. The Iron Chancellor was blunt, blustery and 
belligerent. Delcasse is silent, suave and pacific. 
Bismarck professed belief in the omnipotence of 
force. Delcasse professes belief in the omnipotence 
of negotiation. Bismarck knew he was the most 
powerful man in his country and desired everybody 
else to know it. Delcasse knows he is the most 
powerful man in his country and doesn’t care whether 
anybody.else knows it. Bismarck wished to be 
Bismarck. Delcasse is willing to let any figurehead 
be Delcasse. The one posed as being open and direct 
—< his method; the other secretive and indirect in 

Yet although their methods were different, their 
objectives were virtually the same. Each tried to

In appearance Delcasse is weimpressive. He is 
below the average in height, Wears long, drooping 
mustaches and has a crop of short, grizzled hair. 
He was born in a village in the Pyrenees and in 
his youth was a journalist. His political career be- 
gan when he attracted the notice of, Gambetta, after 
the war of 1870. 

There are two stories as to how Gambetta—the 
man who escaped besieged Paris in a balloon and 
protracted the French defense in the last war—first 
tame to notice the young newspaper man. One is 


that Delcasse, daring fate, was half starving trying 
‘to make a living at his profession in Paris, when an 


article he had written and sent “anonymously to a 
paper Gambetta was publishing attracted the latter’s 
notice. Another is that Gambetta, who was very 
fond of a certain dish, visited a Southern village 
famous for the preparation of it. The townsmen 
arranged a‘banquet and appointed Delcasse to be 
their spokesman. His address was so clever, so full 
of humor and, at the same time of sound sense, that 
Gambetta was impressed and forthwith. attached the 
young journalist to his own staff. 

However that may be, Delcasse became one of the 
now famous corps of writers for the Republique 
Francaise. As an American reviewer once remarked, 
a list of the former staff of that publication “reads 
nowadays like a catalogue of distinguished editors 
and writers and statesmen.” “Gambetta taught his 
young men to worship him and his principles,” says 
the Vienna Neue Freie Presse, “and none learned 
the lesson so thoroughly as Delcasse.” Revenge on 
Germany—that was the Gambetta gospel. “Think of 
it ever; speak of it never.” That was Gambetta’s 
motto. 

“Gambetta’s pupils,” once remarked a writer in 
Current Literature, “imbibed his ideas as baves im- 
bibe milk. Delcasse was readiest at his lessons. 
His secretiveness, his-subtlety, his tact, his industry 
and his career were consecreted to Gambetta’s pur- 
pose. When he wrote articles upon foreign affairs 
in rhetorical and poetical language, he kept revenge 
upon Germany in his mind. He worked for the iso- 
lation of Germany, for her elimination from the great 
chessboard of European diplomacy.” 

Delcasse’s actual entrance into politics was in 
1899, when he was elected Representative to the 
National Congress from Foix. He has been re-elected 
regularly ever since, whenever he has sought re- 
election. He worked his way patiently to the front 
for many years, until he finally became Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, a position which corresponds closely 
to that of our Secretary of State. He remained in 
the Cabinet for seven consecutive years, an almost 
unparalleled thing for a French statesman. 

It was in those early days that he demonstrated 
his ability by frustrating what has been cdlled the 
wiliest of all of Bismarck’s plans. After the Franco- 
German War, Bismarck’s whole policy was directed 
towards keeping France a second rate power. Bis- 
marck encouraged a French colonial expansion in the 
belief that it would weaken France at home and 
sooner or later embroil her with Great Britain. Bis- 
marck hoped modern historians believe, that Great 
Britain would finish the demolition that Germany 
began in 1870-71. 

Things were in a fair way of falling out as the 
German desired. France began colonizing in Africa, 
in the Orient and in the islands of the Pacific and 
John Bull’s suspicions were aroused. As Bismarck 


had foreseen, French and British interest conflicted

\ ritory. Germany was not in a shape to dare the Triple 
-Eatente—France, Britain and Russia—until a rare stroke 
of fortune came her way. 
This was the Russo-Japanese War. Russia emerged 
“Wom that struggle broken, discredited, with revolution 
threatened at home and prestige destroyed abroad. The 
xin Entente was falling to pieces. Then Germany 
She demanded a readjustment of territory in North 
Africa, Deleasse resisted, even when war seemed to be 
Inevitable. A contemporary rated him soundly in open 
debate, declaring he was deliberately trying to bring 
_ about hostilities. Delcasse, believing Germany was 
eo» bluffing and confident that Great Britain would stand 
; back of him, determined to call the bluff. But his col- 


ns 


leagues “got cold feet,” as an American expressed it. In 
spite of Delcasse’s protests they voted for a compromise 
arrangement in which Germany was the chief benefi- 
ciary. And to appease Berlin, Deleasse was dropped 
fromthe Cabinet. That was in 1905. 

For six or seven years Delcasse lived in practical re- 
tirement, although -he never abandoned his anti-Ger- 
Man propaganda. In his absence the Triple Entente 
4 virtually went to pieces. A leading British publication 
i disgustedly asserted: “Talented statesmen of the cali- 
.” ber of M. Ribot, M. Clemenceau and M. Delcasse have 
been driven from office, and the Government: of the 
country is in the hands of extreme Socialists. There is 
a@ general belief that if it comes to war, Russia will back 
: “out at the last minute.” 

In the latter part of 1910, however, ‘Deleasse and some 
: ef his energetic young associates had perfected an or- 
ae ganization which resulted in the fall of the Briand 
« .€ministry. Raymond Poincare, who stood for all that Del- 
“ ‘Casse represented, was asked to form a new one. He 
named the famous “all star” Cabinet, which contained 


them was Delcasse. Although for fear of offending 
Ge y he was made Minister of Marine Affairs, as a 
‘matter of fact he was actually Minister of Foreign: Af- 
fairs; as events quickly proved. 

. From the very first Delcasse began putting the navy 
into condition for effective service. His appointment 


was a bombshell in Germany. The inspired Cologne. 


Gazette pointedly remarked: ‘‘We see no ground why 
we should not get along with M: Deicasse. We await him 
unperturbed and only hope that he will justify his 
reputation as a discreet man.” 


The English Fortnightly Review said: “Delcasse’s - 
advocates of an anti-militarist regime almost succeeded | 
in overthrowing the ministry and even depriving Poiu-. 


recall caused. more interest than the Socialist triumph 
of the year, or Briand’s fall; or the hurricane of com- 
ment which had swept through the German newspapers. 
The gist of it all is that M. Delcasse is an influential 
incarnation of the doctrine that Germany is the enemy; 
that cunning devices to isolate her will be, as for seven 
years they were, the daily bread of his ministerial ex- 
istence.”’ 

The Nation said: “That the new regime will bring 
about. a change in the relations with England is alto- 
gether improbable. The mere presence in the Cabinet 
of M. Delcasse, architect of the entente cordiale, would 
show that.” 

The American Review of Reviews said: “If Del- 
casse, who is probably, take it all in all, the most cele- 
brated diplomatist in Europe, is not officially at the head 
of foreign affairs, it is because this would be an un- 
necessary offense to Germany. As Minister of the Ma- 
rine M. Delcasse is building up the French navy. Titles 
are of minor importance.” 

Immediately Germany became active. ‘It was reported 
that the Kaiser had made overtures of alliance to both 
Russia and England. If so, Delcasse checkmated him. 
In 1911 Poincare visited Russia and it was believed 


‘that the two Powers then cemented a naval conven- 
‘tion. In 1913 Gen. Joffre visited Russia and it was pop- 


ularly supposed that plans of military campaigns were 
perfected. 

Delcasse’s first return to power was attended Sys 
revival of the Morocco dispute. The Agadir incident is 
still fresh in public memory. It will be remembered that 
Germany sent the warship Panther to the disputed ter- 
ritory and it appeared that war was inevitable. This 
time, however, Delcasse had builded better than before. 
England stood with France, and Germany jhad to back 
down, taking with — “ee it could the diplomatic 
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former Premiers and 12 former Ministers, Among defeat. The arrangement which was made with Ger-_ 


many -brought about the fall ef the Caillaux 


regime, 
which had negotiated it, and placed Delcasse higher than — 


he had ever been before. 
The trend became unmistakable when Poincare was 
made President. His nomination of Delcasse to the 


Russian embassy was the crowning act. From that mo-- 


ment Germany and Austria began preparing for war. 
Russia and France immediately embarked upon an 
arrangement to increase their military strength... The 
Poincare-Delcasse regime was triumphantly indorsed 
at the polls last spring. 

Before the situation was cemented, however, French 


care of the presidency. “Poincare stood out for the 


militarist policy," says an article in the August Current 
Opinion, ‘and he was threatened with the loss of the 


presidency. The transformation wrought since then is 


the mystery of the hour. Paris was ringing with the 
sensation created by the collapse of one ministerial | 
combination after another, when the French Ambassador — 


in St. Petersburg arrived suddenly with a personal mes- 
Sage from Nicholas II. Within twelve hours a new 
ministry, composed of all elements, radicals and anti- 
militarists, had been formed.” This action, according to 


another American observer, foiled ‘a scheme of Joseph 


Caillaux to perfect a Franco-German alliance. 

At that moment Delcasse had ftalized the ambition of 
his lifetime. He had finally succeeded in completely 
isolating Germany and Austria. He had ringed the two 
empires with the Triple Entente.countries and the Balkan 
States. He had ascertained that in the event of war, 
Italy would desert her associates of the Triplé Alliance. 

The German press has declared that, having com- 
pleted his cordon, Delcasse and his coadjutors intended 
to sit down calmly and prepare enough armies and muni- 
tions of war to crush Germany whenever they should be 
ready to strike. This is the basis of the German conten- 
tion that although Germany actually started the present 


war, it did so in self-defense. Whether this view is 
_correct or erroneous, the facts remain that Germany and 


Austria today stand virtually alone against the rest of 
Europe, and that Germany is in the same: diplomatic 
plight as that in which Bismarck put France in 1870. 


As for M. Delcasse, it depends upon the point of view. - 


To the pro-German. he is indeed the “stormy petrel of 


war.” To. the anti-German, he is “The saviour of*

As a result, al- 
though the company has had a few minor walkouts, it 
has had no labor troubles worthy of the name of strike.

The plant has a sort of profit-sharing plan in the form 
of a system of bonuses. Meritorious and faithful work 


is recognized with rewards in cash. Any employe who 


devises a plan for economy or improvement in operation 
receives a share of the profits derived from his idea. 
Thus initiative and individual ingenuity on the part of 
the workmen are fostered. 

Clarence Howard was born at Centralia, Ill., Feb. 22, 
1863. The family removed to Grand Island, Neb., in 
1871. In 1882, after working four years as an apprentice 
at North Platte, Clarence came to St. Louis to enter 
the Manual Training School, conducted by Prof. Calvin 
M. Woodward. In vacations the youth worked in the 
Missouri Pacific shops and in the railroad’s drafting 
offices at Omaha. 

He was during this period so poor that he displayed 
a lively interest in the old clothes bequeathed to him by 
his brother, George E. Howard, now one of the vice- 
presidents of the Commonwealth Steel Co., who had then 
become the nabob of the family by getting a job as 
locomotive engineer. Clarence was graduated in 1885 
with the highest honors,in his class, and received the 
Ralph Sellew medal. 

This distinction won him a position as Scie in 
the Missouri Pacific shops, but in a short time he be- 
came superintendent of the Missouri Car & Foundry 
Co., at Cambridge City, Ind. He assisted in moving the 
plant to Birmingham, a suburb of Kansas City. . 

The year 1899 found him in charge of the railroad 
department of a St. Louis furniture firm, but in another 
year he was general manager of the St. Charles Car 
Co. at St. Charles, Mo. The next year he became secre-

York, with offices in St. Louis and in charge of the 


Western: district. He remained with this firm eight” 


years, and in 1899 became vice-president of the Shickle,’ 
Harrison & Howard Steel Co. of St. Louis, later the 
Leighton & Howard Steel Co., which was absorbed in 
1902 by the American Foundries Co. In 1904 Howard 
obtained a controlling interest in the Commonwealth 
Steel Co. and became its president, a position which he 
has. since held. 

Howard has been a Christian Scientist for 15 years. 
and goes to Boston each year to study its teachings, 
but. was rather annoyed, his associates say, by news- 
paper accounts stating that he refused the big shrapnel 
contract because of his Christian Science principles. Not 
religious principles, but principles of humanity actuated 
him, his friends assert. He would have done the same 
thing if he had been a Presbyterian, a Methodist or a 
member of any other Christian denomination; they de- 
clare. 

He resides with his wife and son, Thornton Clarence 
Howard, at “Maptecrest,” a historic old mansion at 5501 
Chamberlain avenue, St. Louis. It was built before the 
war by William T. Gay, a wealthy slaveholder, and was 
called the “Bill Gay Place.” It stood then upon an 
estate of 100 acres, and was the scene of lavish ante- 
bellum hospitality and gayety. During the war Mrs. 
Gay hid her brother between a feather bed and mattress 


‘while Union soldiers were ransacking the house in 


search of him to shoot him as a spy. 


He afterwards escaped to Europe, where Mrs. Hay 
sent him $75,000 in gold, which she had gecreted in her 
piano and which she smuggled out of the house in coal 
buckets. She gave names to Union and Maple avenues. 
Since that time the house, its grounds gradually shrink- 
ing about it to their present dimensions, was owned in 
turn by Selah Chamberlain, Mrs. Carrie T. Cram and 
Louis Chauvenet, who sold it in 1907 to Howard. 

He is proud of the fact that he does not drink or 
smoke, and estimates that in the last 30 years he has 
saved $30,000, or $1000 a year, by avoiding these habits. 
“With this ‘sum, the reward of his abstemiousness, he 
receatly built a combination garage and recreation house, 
containing a swimming pool, back of his home.

and lay the English capital in ruins. Only, he says, 
the detonation would also wreck New York, and the ex- 
pense of building and firing the monster would bank- 
rupt the United States Government. Inventors may 
reduce the detonation and cost. 

Undoubtedly the next 50 years will see a race between 
the nations in solving the problem of making and 
transporting bigger guns than the world has ever seen, 
Germany having started the pace in the present war 
with her 42-centimeter (17-inch) batteries. Perhaps 
even this leviathan ordnance will seem as tiny and 
feeble as the mortars used in the Civil War seem now, 

when the °42-centimeter gun comes to be contrasted 
with the 60 or 80 inch gun of 1965. As modern artillery 
bas roughly a range of one mile for every inch of its 
bore,.suck giants would be able to shoot 60 or 80 niiles 
to a target far over the horizon, distant by more than 
an hour’s travel on the fastest train. The range would, 
of course, be given by aviators signaling’ with wireless. 

Plans are already under way for the construction of 
monster submarines with a cruising radius from Lon- 
don to New York. They will be able to carry great bat- 
teries of torpedoes, and ample fuel and provisions for 
the long cruise. They will thus gain some of the in- 
dependence of land possessed by dreadnoughts, for even 
they must visit coaling stations or be attended by col- 
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liers. The next half century may see battleships swept 
from the seas, and some nation holding the mastery of 
the ocearr by virtue of its fleet of subaqueous fighters. 
Radium is a substance unparalleled for the quantity 
of energy it generates in comparison with its bulk. In 


one of his novels Wells describes an ‘‘atomic-bomb,” the . 


chief ingredient of which is radium. One bomb dropped 
upon Paris, he estimated, would turn the city. into the 
flaming crater of a volcano, which would burn inex- 
tinguisbably for years. Wells prophesied the failure of 
the dirigible balloon to prove the deciding factor in 
war, and it seems clear that radium has too frightful 
potentialities of destruction te be neglected by- military 
inventors of the future. 

An Italian scientist recently made experiments with 
a combination of wireless electric waves and the infra- 
ted rays of light, which are those invisible rays of the 


spectrum just beyond the visible red rays, and which he | 


named [F-rays. His hope was to be able to detonate 
explosives at a distance by means of waves sent through 
the air and also penetrating hills and buildings which 


stood in the way. His experiments did not prove as 


successful as he had anticipated; but the idea is 
which will undoubtedly be developed.

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Weapons With Which Our. Bodies Fight Against 
Armies of Invading Microbes - 


UR bodies are in a condition of 
perpetual siege, being assailed by 
the germs of disease and mortifi- 
cation and valiantly defending 

- themselves against their assaults. The 
methods by which the body repels its 
enemies are many. The men who dis- 
covered them one after another won im- 
mortal fame tlereby, for each successive 
discovery revealed a new way in which 
physicians could assist nature to cure dis- 
ease. : 

First came Jenner with his discovery 
that smallpox could be pre- 
vented by vaccination.’ Jenner 
never knew why this was- so, 
and it ‘remained for Pasteur 
to prove that when an animal 
is ineeulated with the at- 
tenuated germs of an infectious 
disease it acauires a partia! 
immunity to that disease, and 
this immunity can be made 
e complete and .absoulte if the. 
animal be reinoculated with . 
germs even less attenuated.

Disease is caused not merely by the en- 


trance of bacteria, but by poisons given. 


off by these bacteria, some diseases being 
due te the one, some to the other. When 
the bacteria emit their poisons the body 
in its turn emits antidotes. It was ob- 
served that an animal receiving successive 
doses of these toxic bacteria gradually be- 
came accustomed to them until it could 
stand a large poisonous dose withont .suf- 
fering. This suggested to Roux and Beh- 
ring that bere was another means of 
producing immunity. If « body got into 
the habit of manufacturing antitoxins that 
would overcome large doses of. bacterial 
poisons and eventually kill the bacteria 
themeelves. could not we manufacture 
artificial. antitoxins, and, by administer- 
ing them to a person attacked by a dis- 
ease, give a sudden shock to the invading 
army before it had Sy SOB gn 
the bedy? For: this struggle between 
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toxins and antitoxins is a veritable battle 
in which the stronger is sure to win. in 
the words of Prof. Franceschini, in an 
article on the defensive powers of blood, 
published in La Scienza per Tutti, “if the 
toxins prevail over the antitoxins—either 
because the microbes are very virulent or 
because the organism has not physical 
strength enough to elaborate antitoxins in 
sufficient quantity or sufficiently active 
and powerful—the disease continues and 
the final issue is death. If, on the other 
hand, the antitoxins are sufficient in quan- 


tity end in activity, then they create an 
environment that is unfavorable for the 
development -and multiplication of the 
these become sterile and permit 
of a cure.’ 

As the antitoxins are formed in thé 
sérum of the blood, Roux and Behring 
argued that by taking the serum of some 
ereature that had beceme perfectiy. im- 


mupe to a disease, and introducing it into.. 


the blood of one that was struggling to 


fight this disease, the latter would be. 


helped materially. They began by trying 
to find a serum that would help to cure 
diptheria. Horses are very susceptible 
to this disease, so they inoculated a few 
horses with attenuated germs, giving them 
a slight diphtheria that could easily be 


cured. The horses recovered rapidly; that - 


is to say, their blood manufactured anti- 
toxins strong enough to destroy the toxins 
of diphtheria. The two experimenters now

covering from this, the horses received a 
third, and so on until they could stand 
without @ifficulty the maximum mortal 
dose. They were now immune; that is to 
say, the serum of their biood was so 
strong in antitoxins that it could paralyze |

poison. 

Drs. Reux and Behring tapped the 
horses, drew off serum and injected this 
into babies that had diphtheria. These 
babies thus received enormous reinforce- 


ments of those antitoxins their |. 


_little bodies. had been trying 
se ‘hard to make. And they 
got well. ce 

Thus was serotherapy estab- 
lished. It has sinee then ab- 
plied to many other diseases, 
but not all are amenable to it. 

In these cases, it was discov- 
_ ered, the bacteria of the dis- 
ease itself, much weakened in 
virulence, would, if introduced 
into the body, produce a minia- 
ture infection too slight to 
make the receiter seriously it! 
and. yet sufficient to confer 
temporary immunity. upot him. 
Of such order is vaccination 
against smallpox and against typhoid. 

Two ttalian pbysicians, Belfanti and 
Carbone, discovered that the human body 
fabricates defensive substances against 
any detrimental element that may be in-| 
troduced. The study of them is still in 
its infancy. 

The most marvelous result of this sero- 
therapy is the Wasserman reaction, by 
which can be established from a simple 
examination of the blood if the subject 
has suffereii—even 30 or 40 years before— 
a certain form of blood infection.

that Dr. Joseph ©. Lumbard of New 
York advances in the Medical Record. 
He says that, acting upon this theory, he 
has succeded in preventing this 
fausea, “by substituting some pleasent 
odor for the offensive smell.” _ eer, 

Dr. Lumbard makes a roll of gauze 
of eight or ten thickneyses, about two 
inches Jong and half an :: wide. He” 
wraps about two-thirds of Mee 
adhesive piaster, leaving a. t:*® of the /_ 
plaster free He places the roll ‘an the. 
nose of the patient to be anaesth< 
the unwrapped end projecting bey 
the tip of the nese about as far as “~ 
mouth; the tab of adhesive plaster ix 
stuck to the upper part of the nose. 
On the end projecting beyond the nose 
a little perfume is dropped immediately 
after the anaesthetic is withdrawn, the 
head being then elevated and turned to 
one side. 

If the patient has a mustache Dr. 
Lumbar@ merely. perfumes this, being 
careful mot to let any of the essence 
drop inte his nose or mouth. 

Then when the patient comes to he 
smells orange blossoms or roses instead 
of ether or chloroform and in most cases 
he feels no nausea, but the effect is not 
invariable, for the perfume does not pre 
vent some persoms from vomiting. Dr. 
Lumbard préfers the oil of bitter orange 
peel to any other essence, but he says 
‘he consults his patients’ preferences.
